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1.    DR.  H.  C.  TAYLOR  NEW  CHIEF  OF  BUREAU. 

Secretary  Wallace  in  addressing  the  heads  of  offices  in  the 
Bureau  of  Markets  and  Crop  Estimates  last  Friday,  in  connection  with  the 
reorganization  of  the  work  by  which  it  has  "been  decided  to  merge  into 
the  activities  of  the  new  bureau  the  work  of  the  Office  of  Farm  Manage- 
ment, stressed  the  importance  of  the  economics  of  agriculture  and  indi- 
cated that  that  probably  was  the  outstanding,  feature  of  the  work  of  the 
department  at  the  present  time.    He  stated  that  that  phase  of  the  work 
was  closer  to  his  heart  than  any  other  line  of  activity,  especially  in 
view  of  the  deplorable  condition  in  which  the  farmers  of  the  nation  now 
find  themselves.    He  touched  upon  the  necessity  of  much  more  study  and 
research  work  along  economic  lines  and  expressed  the  opinion  that  he 
personally  regarded  this  of  vital  importance,  and  that  every  effort, 
therefore,  should  be  made  to  strengthen  the  work  dealing  with  the  econom- 
ics of  agriculture. 

The  addition  to  the  bureau  of  the  work  of  the  Office  of  Farm 
Management  will  bring  together  in  one  place  all  the  necessary  research 
work  and  will  greatly  facilitate  the  inquiries  which  must  be  made  in 
order  to  add  to  the  fund  of  available  information  this  department  must 
be  prepared  to  supply.    In  other  words,  the  consolidation  is  a  result  of 
a  close  study  of  the  needs  of  the  department  and  it  is  felt  that  it  will 
result  in  achieving  a  much  needed  and  greatly  enlarged  service  on  behalf 
of  the  bureau. 

The  Secretary  further  stated'  that  there  need  be  no  apprehension 
on  the  part  of  anyone  in  the  bureau  as  to  his  particular  work  as  it  will 
be  the  policy  to  continue  as  at  present  without  change  until,  of  course, 
changes  are  found  to  be  necessary  or  advisable  as  the  result  of  close 
inquiry  into  the  whole  needs  of  the  department. 

The  Secretary  had  a  good  word  for  both  the  Bureau  of  Markets  and 
the.  Bureau  of  Crop  Estimates  and  stated  that  he  had  been  gratified  and 
pleased  with  the  very  fine  manner  in  which  the  work  of  each  bureau  had 
been  conducted  and  also  that  he  was  grateful  for  the  fine  spirit  of 
loyalty  and  devotion  to  duty  which  prevails  among  the  personnel. 

Following  these  remarks  the  Secretary  introduced  Dr.  H.  C.  Taylor, 
who  for  some  time  past  has  been  chief  of  the  Office  of  Farm  Management, 
as  the  new  chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Markets  and  Crop  Estimates  and  asked 
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that  the  members  of  the  bureau  cooperate  with  Dr.  Taylor  in  working  out 
the  problems  with  which  they  will  be  confronted  in  the  administration 
of  the  affairs  of  the  bureau  from  the  enlarged  view-point. 

After  his  introduction,  Dr.  Taylor,  in  a  few  remarks,  stated 
that  it  would  be  necessary  for  him  to  become  acquainted  with  the  various 
activities  of  the  Bureau  of  Markets  and  Crop  Estimates  before  taking  an  . 
active  part  in  directing  its  work  and  that  he  would  endeavor  to  become 
so  acquainted  as  rapidly  as  possible.    He  assured  those  present  that 
the  work  of  the  various  divisions  would  proceed  much  as  heretofore  and 
that  the  bureau  was  looking  forward  rather  to  an  enlarged  field  of  activ- 
ity than  to  any  curtailment  of  effort. 

2.  DON'T  FORGET  —  "BUREAU  OF  MARKETS  AND  CROP  ESTIMATES" . 

Now  that  the  consolidation  of  the  Bureau  of  Markets  and  the 
Bureau  of  Crop  Estimates  has  been  completed,  all  employees  are  cautioned 
in  regard  to  the  use  of  the  proper  name  of  the  bureau.    From  July  1  the 
bureau's  official  name  is  "Bureau  of  Markets  and  Crop  Estimates"  and 
should  always  be  used  accordingly-    Rules  for  the  utilization  of  station- 
ery after  July  1  were  given  in  the  May  31  issue  of  the  Bureau  News.  It 
might  be  well  to  again  refer  to  these  rules  in  order  to  guard  against 
embarrassing  mistakes. 

3.  UNUSED  TRANSPORTATION  REQUESTS . 

Employees  holding  transportation  requests  which  were  issued  for 
use  during  the  fiscal  year  1921  are  reminded  that  these  should  be  for- 
warded as  soon  as  possible  to  the  head  clerks  of  their  projects  for  can- 
cellation.   All  requests  must  be  accounted  for.    When  in  proper  form 
they  are  accepted  by  the  transportation  companies  without  question  and, 
therefore,  if  any  are  lost  and  improperly  used  the  parties  to  whom  they 
were  issued  must  be  held  responsible  for  the  value  of  the  transportation 
furnished  thereon.    In  this  connection  see  Paragraphs  S9  and  91  of  the 
Fiscal  Regulations. 

CONGRESSIONAL  COMMISSION  APPOINTS  ECONOMIST. 

Dr.  Clyde  C.  King,  an  economist  of  the  Wharton  School  of  Finance 
and  Business,  University  of  Pennsylvania,  has  been  employed  by  the  Joint 
Congressional  Commission  of  Agricultural  Inquiry  to  assemble  all  the  in- 
formation available  in  the  executive  departments  at  Washington  bearing 
on  the  economic  factors  affecting  the  present  agricultural  situation. 
Mr.  Irving  S.  Paull  ,  a  business  efficiency  expert  of  Minnesota,  has  been 
appointed  Secretary  of  the  Joint  Commission.    Both  Doctor  King  and  Mr. 
Paull  spent  several  hours  with  Mr.  Estabrook  in  considering  what  informa- 
tion of  value  to  the  Commission  might  be  available  in  the  Bureau  of  Mar- 
kets and  Crop  Estimates.    Considerable  material  has  already  been  trans- 
mitted by  Mr.  Estabrook  to  Hon.  Sydney  Anderson,  Chairman  of  the  Commission 
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5.  BUREAU  REPRESENTED  AT  BUDGE?  MEETING. 

On  Wednesday  afternoon  Messrs.  Estabrcok,  Murray,  Sherman  and 
Bailey  represented  the  bureau  at  a  distinguished  gathering  held  in  the 
auditorium  of  the  Interior  Department  at  which  the  President,  Vice 
President,  Members  of  the  Cabinet,  General  Pershing,  several  Senators 
and  Members  of  Congress,  and  bureau  chiefs  and  the  principal  assistants 
from  all  the  executive  departments  were  present.    The  President  opened 
with  a  brief  address  in  which  he  stressed  the  necessity  for  economy  in 
public  expenditures.    General  Dawes,  the  newly  appointed  Comptroller 
General,  and  head  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget,  outlined  the  functions 
and  purposes  of  his  bureau,  which  is  to  collect  information  relating  to 
public  expenditures  from  the  executive  departments  and  act  in  an  advisory 
capacity  to  the  President  and  to  Congress.    This  was  the  first  meeting 
of  all  the  executive  and  administrative  officials  of  the  Government  ever 
held  and  was  regarded  by.  many  as  marking  an  epoch  in  Government  adminis- 
tration. 

6.  ESTIMATES  FOR  1Q2^  BEING  PREPARED. 

On  June  30  a  meeting  was  called  in  the  office  of  the  Chief,  of 
division  leaders  of  the  bureau,  presided  over  by  Mr.  Estabrook,  to  con- 
sider the  preparation  of  memoranda  for  the  Secretary's  office  outlining 
the  value  of  scientific  research  in  this  bureau,  and  the  preparation  of 
appropriation  estimates  for  the  fiscal  year  1923  which  are  to  be  com- 
pleted in  the  divisions  not  later  than  July  15  and  submitted  to  the 
Secretary's  office  not  later  than. Aug.  1.    The  subject  of  possible  re- 
organization and  redirection  of  certain  lines  of  work  was  discussed  very 
briefly,  Mr.  Estabrook  explaining  that  some  of  these  changes  will  be  an- 
nounced at  an  early  date  but  that  no  one  need  feel  any  apprehension  over 
them  because  they  will  be  made  only  after  the  most  careful  consideration 
and  without  haste. 

1.    VISEING  AND  FILING  CARBON  COPIES  OP  CORRESPONDENCE  PREPARED 
IN  BRANCH  0E7IC5S  AND  BY  EMPLOYEES  IN  A  TRAVEL  STATUS. 

The  attention  of  all  officers  and  employees  with  headquarters  out- 
side of  Washington  and  of  those  stationed  in  Washington  who  perform  con- 
siderable travel  is  called  to  Article  kZ  in  the  Administrative  Handbook. 
It  reads  in  part  as  follows: 

"A  carbon  copy  of  every  letter  written  at  any  of  the 
branch  offices  operated  by  the  bureau  is  sent  in  to  Washing- 
ton to  be  placed  in  the  central  files.    The  same  thing  is 
true  of  all  letters  written  by  officials  or  employees  upon  a 
travel  status. 

"All  these  carbons  should  be  viseed  by  the  reviewing 
clerk  before  they  are  placed  in  the  files." 
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This  article  should  be  interpreted  and  explained  in  accordance 
with  the  actual  practice  of  the  bureau  under  its  provisions.    The  prin- 
cipal reason  for  the  promulgation  of  this  regulation  was  in  order  to 
keep  the  bureau  files  of  its  correspondence  complete  regardless  of 
whether  written  in  Washington  or  the  field.     Since  letters  for  this 
reason  need  to  be  sent  in  to  Washington  they  are  viseed  by  the  review- 
ing clerks  for  the  reasons  given  in  Article  U2. 

However,  this  rule  does  not  apply  to  absolutely  all  letters  as 
indicated  by  the  opening  sentence  of  Article  k2  as  written  above.  It 
does  not  apply  to  letters  written  by  officers  or  employees  who  are  en- 
gaged upon  some  work  conducted  upon  a  cooperative  basis  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  and  some  State  or  other  agency,  provided  the  letters 
do  not  pertain  specifically  to  the  business  of  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture rather  than  to  that  of  the  cooperating  agency.    It  is  not  re- 
quired that  carbons  of  the  merest  routine  business  correspondence,  such 
as  letters  transmitting  vouchers  to  dealers  for  signature,  furnishing 
publications  or  official  information  already  published  or  released  for 
publication,  such  as  statistical  and  market  information,  or  other  in- 
formation of  a  routine  character,  etc.  ,  be  sent  in  to  Washington.  How- 
ever, a  carbon  copy  of  every  letter  written  in  a  branch  office  of  the 
bureau  or  by  any  officer  or  employee  on  travel  status,  that  refers 
specifically  to  the  activities  or  business  of  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture and  that  is  not  of  an  unimportant  or  routine  nature,  should  be  for- 
warded to  Washington  for  review  and  filing.    This  is  especially  important 
in  the  case  of  correspondence  involving  any  phase  of  policy  as  relating 
to  the  technical  work  of  the  Bureau  of  Markets  and  Crop  Estimates,  re- 
questing any  other  than  regular,  routine,  or  ordinary  action  on  the  part 
of  the  addressee,  or  making  any  promise,  direct  or  implied. 

6.    RESULTS  OF  THE  MARKET  REPORTER  INQUIRY. 

Some  of  the  information  tabulated  recently,  as  a  result  of  The 
Market  Reporter  inquiry  made  a  few  months  ago,  is  of  considerable  inter- 
est to  those  of  the  bureau  who  are  engaged  in  market  reporting  work.  It 
is  not  assumed  that  the  interest  shown  by  the  subscribers  in  the  various 
kinds  of  material  published  in  The  Market  Reporter  as  indicated  by  this 
tabulation  is  necessarily  an  accurate  index  of  the  interest  in  daily  and 
other  periodical  mimeograph  reports  on  the  same  commodities .    The  table 
presented  here  is  simply  a  summary  of  certain  data  and  does  not  repre- 
sent a  complete  tabulation  according  to  all  occupations.  Photostatic 
copies  of  complete  tabulations  for  each  group  have  been  furnished  to  the 
divisions  interested. 

The  accompanying  table  gives  the  number  interested  in  each  type 
of  information  and  indicates  in  particular  the  number  of  farmers  and 
producers  who  are  interested  in  each  type  of  information  and  the  percent- 
age of  those  interested  in  each  item  who  are  farmers.     This  table  is  use- 
ful in  answering  the  question  which  is  asked  many  times  as  to  the  interest 
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that  is  taken  by  farmers  and  producers  in  The  Market  Reporter. 

In  analyzing  this  table,  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  The  Market 
Reporter  is  relatively  a  new  p\bl:Lea^ion.    Probably  its  availability  has 
not  obtained  as  much  .publicity  among  farmers  as  among  dealers  and  others 
vino  are  interested  commercially  in  such  information  and  who  react  more 
quickly  to  anything  of  this  kind  that  is  available  for  their  use.    It  is 
also  possible  that  a 'smeller  percentage  of  farmers  answered  the  inquiry. 
It  is  thought  that  the  recent  additions  to  the  mailing  list  indicate  a 
larger  percentage  of  farmers  and  producers  than  the  requests  first  re- 
ceived.   An  analysis  or  interpretation  of  the  data  included  in  this  table 
will  be  left  to  the  individual  reader.

9.    THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  STRAWBERRY  DEAL, 


Four  hundred  and  thirty-seven  cars  of  strawberries  were  shipped 
from  North  Carolina  during  the  recent  strawberry  season  which  began  there 
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April  6  and  ended  April  30,  according  to  a  report  recently  compiled  "by 
Mr.  Correll  Shumaker,  State  Agent  in  Marketing  in  that  State.  Most  of 
these  berries  were  sent  to  the  New  York  City  market.  The  season  was  a 
9hort  and  unusually  early  one.  The  demand  was  good  and  prices  were  high. 
The  total  shipments  for  the  season  were  only  slightly  higher  than  last 
year. 

10.  MODIFICATION  OF  CIVIL  SERVICE  REQUIREMENTS . 

Attention  is  called  to  Circular  70,  dated  June  15,  1921,  which 
was  circulated  with  the  last  number  of  the  Bureau  News.    It  is  suggested 
that  this  circular  be  carefully  read  by  all  employees  of  the  bureau  who 
are  handling  personnel  matters.    The  modification  of  the  requirements 
covering  the  appointments  pending  certification  of  eligibles  refers  only 
to  positions  in  the  non-apportioned  service.    In  requesting  any  appoint- 
ments of  this  character  full  information  should  be  furnished  the  Washing- 
ton office  and  specific  authority  secured  in  each  instance  prior  to  allow- 
ing any  new  appointee  to  enter  upon  duty.  .   

The  requirements  covering  appointments  pending  certification  of 
eligibles  with  headquarters  in  Washington  remain  unchanged;  namely, 
specific  authority  must  be  secured  from  the  Commission  before  an  appointee 
is  permitted  to  enter  upon  duty. 

11.  COOPERATION  IN  CALIFORNIA. 

The  California  State  Department  of  Agriculture  and  the  Federal 
Bureau  of  Markets  have  entered  into  an  agreement  for  conducting  work  in 
standardization  and  crop  estimating  on  a  cooperative  basis.    The  purpose 
of  the  standardization  work  is  to  bring  about  an  improvement  in  the  use 
of  existing  standards  and  to  establish  additional  standards  for  fruits 
and  vegetables  as  well  as  to  coordinate  the  shipping  point  inspection  es- 
tablished in  California,  with  the  food  products  inspection  now  being  con- 
ducted by  the  Federal  Bureau  in  central  markets.    The  object  of  the  co- 
operative work  relating  to  crop  estimating  will  be  to  coordinate  the  State 
and  Federal  services  and  to  develop  intensively  the  crop  and  live  stock 
service  for  the  special  benefit  of  the  people  of  California  and  the  general 
benefit  of  all  interested  in  the  agricultural  industry.    An  organization 
consisting  of  eight  specialists  and  technical  men  is  being  formed  to  con- 
duct the  work.    While  the  headquarters  for  this  work  will  be  at  Sacramento, 
branch  offices  will  be  opened  and  maintained  in  various  parts  of  the  State. 
(State  Marketing  Activities.) 

12.  FOREIGN  MATERIAL  IN  ROUGH.  RICE.  . 

The  foreign  material  to  be  found  in  rough  rice  is  most  unattractive 
according  to  a  recent  report  sent  to  the  Washington  office  of  the  Grain 
Division  by  Mr.  W,  D.  Smith  who  is  studying  that  crop.    Mr.  Smith  states 
that  "it  is  not  at  all  uncommon  for  a  large  percentage  to  consist  of  dead 
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snakes,  crayfish  bodies,  mad  lumps,  and  insect  and  beetle  carcasses  with 
an  occasional  lizard  present.    The  presence  of  most  of  these  foreign  ob- 
jects is  due  no  doubt  in  a  large  measure  to  the  modes  of  cultivation  arid 
harvesting  of  rice.    Daring  most  of  the  growing  season  water  is  kept  o::.. 
the  fields  and  even  when  the  water  is  drawn  off  the  ground  remains  damp, 
which  conditions  are  .ideal-  for  the  breeding  and  development  of  aquatic 
or  semi-aquatic  animals,  reptiles  and  insects.    When  the  rice  is  cut  and 
shocked  the  snakes  and  cray  fish  crawl  into  the  bundles  and  some  of  them 
find  their  way  into  the  rice  sacks  instead  of  the  straw  pile  when  the 
rice  is  thrashed."

hauling  a  year's  tonnage  of  farm  crops  is  $1 , 03I+ ,  000 , 000;  and  that  the 
increased  cost  to  be  deducted  from  the  prices  of  producers  or  added'  to 
the  prices  paid  by  consumers,  or  both,  is  $460,000,000.

Prof.  Geo,  F.  Warren  of  Cornell  is  in  the  temporary • employ  of 
the  Department,  compiling  statistics  and  finishing  a  bulletin  on 
farm  prices  for  the  Departmental  Committee  on  Economics,  of  which 
both  Dr.  Taylor  and  Mr.  Estabrook  are  members.    This  material  will 
also  be  made  available  to.  the  Congressional  Commission  of  Agri- 
cultural Inquiry. 

6.     COOPERATIVE  COTTON  MARKETING-  DEM01ETRAT I  CSS  . 

Mr.  G.  S.  Meloy,  in  charge  of  cotton  marketing  demonstrations 
of  this  bureau,  reports  considerable  success  during  the  current  sea- 
son in  the  cooperative  cotton  marketing  demonstration  work.  Cotton 
growers  have  been  organized  by  communities  and  many  pools  of  cotton 
have  been  formed  and  sold  at  a  profit.    One  pool  recently  managed  by 
Mr.  John  B.  Beers,  State  Leader  for  Texas,  is  of  especial  interest. 
Three  hundred  bales  of  cotton  were  placed  in  this  pool.  Individually 
the  growers  had  been  offered  from  3  to  7  cents  a  pound  for  cotton  on 
their  local  market.    The  entire  lot  was  classed  by  representatives  of 
this "bureau  and  grade  cards  issued  to  the  owners.    The  samples  were 
then  forwarded  to  Dallas  and  the  cotton  trade  invited  to. bid.    The  lot 
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was  sold  at  10. 25  cents  a  pound  average.    On  the  class  if  i  cat  ion  made 
by  this  "bureau*  s  representative  the  pool  averaged  75  points  off 
Middling.    The  Middling  spot  price  at  Dallas  on  the  day  of  sale  was 
IO.35  cents.    It  will  be  seen  that  as  classed  the  pool  "brought  11.00 
cents  Middling  basis.    The  growers'  accounts  were  then  settled  on  the 
basis  of  the  grade  cards  issued  for  the  individual  bales,  using  the 
Dallas  differences  for  the  day. 

7.    HOW  CAHLOT  SHIPMENTS  ABE  REPORTED. 

The  bureau  receives  from  the  common  carriers  of  the  country 
two  classes  of  reports  of  carlot  shipments  of  certain  perishable 
commodities,  a  daily  wire  report  and  a  monthly  mail  report,  both  ini- 
tially arranged  for  by  the  Transportation  Division,  which  division  is 
charged  with  the  further  responsibility  of  seeing  that  both  kinds  of 
reports  are  kept  coming  regularly,  promptly,  and  accurately. 

The  reports  themselves  are  received  by  the  Eruit  and  Vegetable 
Division,  where  they  are  tabulated  and  the  information  contained  in 
them  disseminated  to  the  public.    Discrepancies  or  errors  in  them  are 
referred  to  the  Transportation  Division  for  handling  with  the  carriers. 

The  telegraphic  reports  cover  20  commodities  and  are  received 
daily  throughout  the  year  from  the  express  company  and  an  aggregate 
of  about  500  railroads  and  boat  lines,  being  made  by  about  1200  report- 
ing officials,  chiefly  division  superintendents.    Points  of  origin  are 
grouped  by  States  and  railroad  operating  divisions  only.    On  them  are 
based  the  bureau*  s  telegraphic  market  news  service.    The  conditions 
under  which  and  the  sources  from  which  the  figures  are  assembled 
(approximately  50,000  station  agents  scattered  over  250,000  miles  of 
railroad)  make  their  use  inadvisable  as  a  sole  reliance  in  permanent 
statistical  reports. 

In  addition  to  the  telegraphic  reports,  mail  reports  are  re- 
ceived which  make  it  possible  to  map  the  entire  country  so  as  to  show 
shipments  chronologically  and  their  exact  points  of  origin.    This  re- 
port is  known  as  the  Tr.  9  and  covers  37  commodities.    The  station 
agent,  with  a  multitude  of  diverse  duties  and  a  time  limit  for  the 
performance  of  most  of  them,  is  a  busy  man,  but  the  information  con- 
tained in  the  Tr.  9  is  naturally  somewhat  more  accurate  and  complete 
than  that  contained  in  the  wire  reports.    The  Tr.  9  reports  are  there- 
fore used  as  a  check  on  the  accuracy  of  the  telegraphic  reports  and 
for  the  purpose  of  bringing  the  telegraphic  reports  to  a  higher  state 
of  efficiency.    However,  it  is  possible,  and  does  happen  at  times, 
that  the  telegraphic  reports  from  a  given  division  for  a  given  per- 
iod show  more  cars  than  the  mail  reports. 
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The  Transportation.  Division  has  recently  completed  a  check 
showing  the  number  of  points  as  well  as  the  total  number  and  kind  of 
agencies,  express  and  railroad,  that  have  sent  mail  reports  to  the 
bureau,  since  July,  1919,  and  this  is  apprsxteately  the  nutober  rjow  re- 
porting.   Reports  are  received  from  a  total  of  10,013  points.  UOl 
express  agencies  and  1,392  points  served  ty  two  or  more  railroads 
~r  11,811  agencies  of  all  kinds.    For  keeping  records  the  States 
have  teen  divided  into  three  division?..

The  first  •  four -months  of  the  fiscal  year  are  the  best  for 
sending  manuscripts  to  press.    Funds  are  not  heavily  taxed  at  this 
time  and  pressure  has  not  begun  to  advance  certain- publications  at 
the  expense'  of  others.    It  is  to  the  interest  of  all  divisions  to 
complete  and  submit,  during  this  period,  all- pending  manuscripts. 
In  the  past  this  bureau  ha£  suffered  repeatedly  because  manuscripts 
which  might  have  been  submitted  during  this  open  season 'have  been 
delayed  until  the  difficult  season  late  in  the  fiscal  year.    It  is 
urged. that  prompt  attention  be  given  to  any  uncompleted  manuscripts 
that  may  be  on  hand .  ■

10;.      MR.  D.  S%  BULLOCK,  AGRICULTURAL  TRADE  COMMISSIONER  IN  ARGEN- 
TINA has  prepared  a  short  article  on  the  Argentine  dairy  industry 
that  has  been  released  through  the  Press  Service  to  a  group  of 
dairy  and  breeders'  journals.    The  article  is  accompanied  by  a 
map  which  shows  that  the  dairy  industry  of  that  country  is  highly 
localized.    Four  adjacent  provinces,  .including  Buenos  Aires,  con- 
tain "f2f0  of  the  population,  66$  of  the  cattle,  all  of  the  butter 
factories,  95$  of  the  cream  stations,  63$  of  the  cheese  factories, 
and  fkfo  of  the  combined  factories.    In  this  area  is  manufactured 
99$  of  the  butter,  96$  of  the  cheese,,  and- practically  all  of  the 
casein  made  in  Argentina. 

11.  A  DECISION  OVERRULING  THE  CONTENTION  OF  THE  DEFENDANT  that 
the  U.  S.  Government  was  without  sufficient  authority  to  enforce 
the  collection  of  excess  wool  profits  by  civil  suits,  was  rendered 
last  week  by  Judge  Sessions  of  the  U.  S,  District  Court  for  the 
Western  District  of  Michigan.    His  decision  completely  sustains  the 
Government  on  the  points  of  law  involved  but  leaves  the  defendant  at 
liberty  to  go  before  the  jury  on.  questions  of  fact  as  to  the  amount 
actually  due  from  him.

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1.     JURISDICTION  OF  THE  CHIEF,  THE  ASSOCIATE  CHIEF 
.  BID  TEE  ASSISTANT-  CHIEF . 

To  facilitate  routine  administrative  work  of  the  Bureau  of  Markets 
and  Crop  Estimate  s ,  with  which  it  is  later  proposed  to  consolidate  the 
Office  of  Farm  Management  and  Farm  Economics,  division  chiefs  and  project 
leaders  will  note  that  in  the  absence  of  the  Chief  of  Bureau  the  Asso- 
ciate Chief  will  serve  as  Acting  .Chief s  and  in  the  absence  of  both  the 
Chief  and  the  Associate  Chief  the  Assistant;  Chief  will  serve  as  Acting 
Chief.    Until  farther  notice  the  Chief  of  Bureau  will  exercise  special 
supervision  over  all  Questions  relating  to  farm  management  and  farm  eco- 
nomics, including  cost  of  production  and  distribution,  and  questions  aris- ' 
ing  in  connection  with  cooperative  relations  and  extension  service.  - 

The  .Associate  Chief  will  exercise  special  supervision  over  ques- 
tions relating  to  statistics,  crop  and  market  reporting,  news  service, 
and  interior  bureau  administration. 

The  Assistant  Chief  will  have  special  supervision  over  legal  ques- 
tions, bureau  administration  of  regulatory  laws  coming  within  its  juris-

2 .  COMMITTEE  ON  PRICE  STATISTICS . 

Last  week  Dr.  Ta-ylor  appointed  aCommittee  on  Price  Statistics 
with  Mr.  Mur  ray.C  ha  5  rman  £nd  Messrs.  Andrews.  Flohr,  Forster,  G^niing, 
.Marshall  and  Simpson  representing  the  three  branches  of  the  future  com- 
bined bureau.    Dr.  Geo.  3\  Warren  of  Cornell  was  made  a  consulting  member 
and  Mr.  Callander  has  been  added  to  the  Committee.     The  Committee  is  mak- 
ing a  careful  st-udy  of  all  the  price  statistical  work  in  the  Bureau  of 
Markets  and  Crop  Estimates  and  the  Office  of  Farm  Management  and  has  al- 
ready prepared  a  report  on  a  sycten  for  collecting  data  on  prices  farmers 
p.ay  for  machinery,  equipment  and  supplies  to  be  u'cdliced  monthly  in  a 
price  index  oeries  to  be  established  by  the  bureau.    This  Committee  on 
Statistics  will  also  make  a  thorough  survey  of  all  tne  statistical  activi- 
ties in  the  bureaus  in  which  such  work  is  carried  on.     This  is  necessary 
in  order  to  carry  out  the  Secretary's  wish  that  all  the  statistical  work

3.  '  CONSOLIDATION  OF  TPS  MARFET  REPORTER 
AND  THE  CROP  REPORTER . 

^On  the  12th  a  conference .was  held  in  the  office  of  the  Director  of 
Information  to  discuss  the  details  of  the  proposed  consolidation  of  the 
Weekly  Market  Reporter  and  the  Monthly  Crop  Reporter.    Among  those  present 
were  the  Director  of . Irf ormation,  the  Chief  of  the  Division  of  Publica- 
tions, Doctor  Taylor  and  Messrs.  Estabrook,  Murray,  Callander,  and  Wheeler. 

!+."  SPACE  REQUIREMENTS  AND  PEAS  SI  GNMENTS . 

A  Committee  on  Space  Requirements,  Allotments  and  Reassignments 
has  been  forced,  composed  of  Mr.  Estabrook  as  Chairman,  Mr.  Bailey  repre- 
senting the  old  Bureau  of  Markets,  Mr. Gage  representing  the  old  Bureau  of 
Crop  Estimates,  and  Mr. ..Forster  representing  the  Office  of  Farm  Manage- 
ment and  Farm  Economics.    This'  Committee  is  undertaking  a  survey  of  present 
space  available,  nvmb^r  of  persons  and  space:  requirements  for  each  organi- 
zation unit  of  the  three  bureaus,  and  as  soon  as  the  necessary  data  are 
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available,  the  Committee  will  proceed  to  consider  what  combinations  of 
units  performing  the  same  kind  of  work  can  be  made  and  what  rearrange- 
ment of  location  and  space  can  be  effected  so  as  to  bring  related  units 
together  and  promote  efficiency  and  economy  in  the  utilization  of  per- 
sonnel and  equipment. 

5 .  PERMANENT  BRANCH  OFFICE  OF  WAREHOUSE  DIVISION  AT  DALLAS . 

Mr.  R.  L.  Newton  of  the  Warehouse  Division  has  returned  to 
Washington  for  a  short  stay  preparatory  to  returning  to  Dallas,  Tex.T. 
where  he  will  take  charge  of  the  branch  office  of  the  Warehouse  Division, 
to  be  permanently  established  there.     This  office  was  opened  June  1, 
temporarily,  pending  a  decision  as  to  its  permanency.    Mr.  Newton  reports 
that  every  indication  points  to  a  considerable  expansion  of  the  Federal 
warehouse  system,  especially  in  Texas,  in  the  near  future.    A  number  of 
new  applications  have  been  received  from  warehousemen  in  the  territory 
to  be  served  by  the  Dallas  office,  and  considerable  interest  is  being 
shown  among  bankers,  warehousemen  and  others  in  the  Federal  system.  Mr. 
Newton  has  been  making  a  special  effort  to  obtain  the  cooperation  of  some 
of  the  more  important  interests  in  the  new  territory,  and  he  reports  that 
the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  at  Dallas,  the  Texas  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the 
extension  service  at  A.  &  M.  College,  State  officials  of  Texas  whose  work 
is  related  to  warehousing  and  the  Texas  Farm  Bureau  Federation  including 
the  newly  forming  Texas  Cotton  Growers  Association,  are  among  those  whose 
active  interest  and  cooperation  in  the  work  of  establishing  licensed  ware- 
houses have  been  obtained.    Mr.  Newton  is  moving  his  family  to  Texas  and 
will  reside  in  Dallas  in  the  future. 

6,  WHEAT  STANDARDS  TO  BE  INVESTIGATED. 

As  a  result  of  the  requests  for  changes  in  the  present  wheat  stand- 
ards made  last  spring  by  the  Minnesota  delegation  a  conference  was  held 
Monday,  July  11,  in  the  office  of  Secretary  Wallace  at  which  a  proposed 
investigation  of  the  present  standards  was  discussed.     It  is  thought  that 
there  is  not  enough  data  on  hand  at  present  to  justify  changes  and  it  was 
agreed  that  the  Department  of  Agriculture  should  send  a  practical  miller 
and  a  practical  economist  with  experienced  assistants,  to  cooperate  with 
State  officials  in  studying  the  problems  connected  with  grading  in  the 
States  of  Minnesota  and  North  and  South  Dakota.    The  grading,  cleaning 
and  milling  of  wheat  in  the  Red  River  Valley  region  of  the  spring  wheat 
States  will  be  investigated.    A  grain  specialist  will  study  the  grades  to 
see  how  they  can  be  made  to  indicate  the  milling  value  both  in  respect  to 
quantity  and  quality  of  flour,  and  the  cost  of  producing  flour  from  dif- 
ferent grades.    Dockage  will  also  be  studied.    An  economist  will  study  the 
applicability  of  the  grades  at  the  local  elevator  and  follow  the  wheat 
through  the  several  transactions  and  processes  to  the  mill.    These  studies 
will  be  made  with  a  view  to  showing  how  the  grades  can  be  so  arranged  as- 
to  reflect  the  milling  values  to  the  grower.    Those  who  attended  the  con-

1.    INCREASE  IN  GRAIN  SUPERVISION. 

A  total  of  lU-3_.lf}6  grain  samples  was  handled  by  the  Supervision 
offices  of  the  bureau  in  the  crop  year  that  ended  June  30,  1921.    This  is 
about  fifty  per  cent  ir.ore  than  was  handled  during  the  preceding  crop  year. 
Daring  the  crop  year  which  ended  in  1920,  the  weekly  average  number  cf 
samples  was,  appropriately,  I92O.    The  weekly  average  for  the  year  which 
ended  June  JO,  1921,  was  g,goS,  almost  1,000  more  each  week  on  the  average 
than  the"- preceding  year .    The  weekly  average  for  the  first  half  of  the 
year  was  2,Jlh  s copies  and  for  the  last  half  3,223-    Daring  the  last  half 
of  the  year  the  number  of  samples  handled  weekly  has  dropped  below  3.000 
only  on  four  occasions  aid  has  exceeded  3,500  five  times.    May  27-  marked 
the  high  point  of  the  year  as  3,597  samples  were  handled  during  the  week 
ending  on  that  date.    Should  the  average  of  3.200  samples  per  week  be 
maintained  through  the  ensuing  crop  year,  a  total  in  excess  of  lb-5,000 
samples  will  bo  handled  during  the  next  crop  season. 

8  .    LOADING  ELQUR  3Y  MfiCKIKERT . 

Mr.  T.  .A.  Sommsrs  cf  the  Grain  Division  recently  attended  a  demon- 
stration of  flour- handling  machinery  held  at  Norfolk,  Va.    This  machinery 
is  the  property  of  the  city  and  is  the  first  of  its  kind  to  be  installed 
on  the  Atlantic. Coast .    Through  its  operation  several  carloads  of  flour 
were  loaded  en  the  Dutch  steamer  "Yseldijk"  in  record  time.    An  interest- 
ing feature  of  the  machinery  is  that  no  hooks  are  used  on  the  sacks  and 
so  much  Iocs  is  prevented.    It  has  been  stated  that  its  use  reduces  the 
handling  costs  about  50  per  cent  and  increases  the  speed  with  which  the 
work  ca'<  he  done.    Motion  pictures  were  made  of  the  loading  of  the  vessel. 
It  is  thought  that  the  installation  of  the  machinery  will  make  it  possible 
for  Norfolk  to  compete  with  larger  Atlantic  ports  on  a  more  satisfactory 
basis  than  in  the  past. 

9  •    BUREAU  EILMS  SK01N : 

Two  bureau  motion  pictures  were  shown  last  Tuesday  morning  in  the 
laboratory  which  is  located  in  the  basement  of  the  Bieber  Building.  One 
of  them  was  the  marketing  section  of  the  sweet  potato  film  which  has:  been 
in  preparation  for  some  time.    This  film  dealt  chiefly  with  proper  and  im- 
proper methods  of  storage  and  transportation.    The  second  film  showed  the 
steps  in  the  preparation  of  the  Government  Crop  Reports.    This  included  a 
session  of  the  Crop  Reporting  Eoard  of  which  Mr .  Estabrook  is  Chairman,  and 
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the  release  of  the  report  by  Mr.  Estabrook  and  Secretary  Meredith-  This 
picture  ended  with  the  mid  scramble  of  the  representatives  of  the  press 
associations  to  get  the  report  on  the  wires  and  flash  it  to  their  head- 
quarters . 

10.  THE  1920  YEARBOOK : 

As  the  1920  Yearbook  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  will  soon  be 
available  for  distribution,  it  is  requested  that  all  Division  Heads  and 
Project  Leaders  of  the  former  Bureau  of  Markets  furnish  the  Division  of 
Market  Information  with  addressed  franks  or  a  list  of  persons  to  whom  the 
book  should  be  sent.     The  allotment  for  the  Bureau  of  Markets  is  only  4-25 
copies.    The  distribution  of  the  Yearbook  through  the  Bureau  of  Crop  Esti- 
mates was  arranged  prior  to  July  1. 

11 .  STANDARDIZATION  OF  BLANKS  AND  FORMS 

Hereafter  no  form  or  blank  for  use  throughout  the  bureau  or  by  the 
bureau  as  a  whole  should  be  printed,  mimeographed,  or  mult'igraphed  until 
it  has  been  approved  and  numbered  in  the  central  office  of  the  Branch  of 
Operation.    This  does  not  include  divisional  forms.    A  permanent  file  of 
all  forms  issued  by  the  bureau  is  maintained  in  that  office,  which  will 
be  responsible  for  seeing  that  the  new  blanks  or  forms  are  numbered  in 
series  and  drawn  in  standard  form.    The  heading  will  be  as  follows :

When  the  form  is  for  use  in  Washington  only,  the  word  "Washington"  may  be 
added  in  a  third  line.    Each  form  should  have  a  title,  written  in  lower- 
case letters  and  underscored,  except  that  the  nouns  should  be  capitalized. 
This  generally  should  appear  in  the  middle  of  the  sheet  imnediately  below 
the  heading  which  is  described  above,  as  follows: 

Property  Transfer  Invoice. 

The  date  line  will  consist  only  of  the  word  "Date"  in  parentheses 
followed  by  a  line  made  with  the  underscore.    No  part  of  any  year  should 

be  printed  at  the  end,  as  "19  "  or  192_"  but  as  follows:  (Date) 

Various  forms  for  signature  have  been  used  heretofore,   some  papers  used 
for  specific  purposes  having  the  title  printed  under  the  signature  line. 
It  is  believed  that  it  would  be  better  to  have  provision  made  for  signa- 
ture and  title  on  all  forms  by  writing  the  word  "Signature"  in  parentheses 
and  following  it  by  an  underscored  line  of  sufficient  length  to  provide 
adequate  space  for  signing,  and  two  spaces  below  the  word  "Title"  in  paren 
theses,  with  a  similarly  underscored  line  following,  as  follows: 


(Signature) 
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No  names  of  persons,  but  titles  only,  should  be  used  in  the  address,  as 
"Chief  of  Bureau  of  Markets  and  Crop  Estimates."    A  blank  prepared  in 
the  form  of  a  leVc-ar,  such  as  requests  for  personnel  action  should  have 
the  address  followed  by  the  conventional  "Dear  Sir."    Other  blanks  do  not 
require  this.    Form  numbers  should  be  placed  in  the  lower  left-hand  cor- 
ner.   The  proper  number  of  the  Bursaa  series  can  be  secured  in  the  central 
office  of  the  Branch  of  Operation. 

1 2 .  CTOGS  TN  TELEGRAPHIC  ADDRESS 

Effective  immediately,  the  official  telegraphic  address  of  the 
Bureau  of  Markets  and  Crop  Estimates  will  be  changed  from  Bureau  Markets 
to  Bureau  Markets  Crcp  Estimates.    All  employes  in  the  field  should  be 
notified  by  the  heads  of  their  respective  divisions  or  sections  of  this 
change  and  instructed  to  use  the  new  address  when  they  telegraph  Washing- 
ton.   The  twelve  hundred  railroad  officials  who  report  the  movement  of 
perishable  commodities  to  Washington,  will  be  permitted  to  continue  for 
the  present  to  use  the  old  telegraphic  address. 

When  necessary  for  purposes  of  identification  or  address,  the 
words  "Bureau  Markets  Crop  Estimates"  may  follow  the  signature  on  an  out- 
going commercial  telegram.    This  should  be  done,  however,  only  when  neces- 
sary, since  these  words  would  constitute  an  explanatory  note  and  would 
increase  the  cost  of  the  message,  rather  than  be  considered  as  a  part  of 
the  signature. 

13 .  DOCUMENTS  MUST  BE  DATED 1  AND  BEAR  THE  WORDS 
^BUREAU  OF  MARKETS  AND  CR0P'eSTI?"iATE3"  : 

'  MEMOPANBUM  FOR  ALL  OFFICERS  AND  EMPLOYES  OF 
THE  BUREAU  OF  MARKETS  AND  CROP  ESTIMATES. 

Hereafter  any  statistical  table,  report,  memorandum  or  other  paper 
or  document  prepared  in  any  branch  of  the  Bureau  of  Markets  and  Crop  Esti- 
mates which  is  not  written  on  a  letterhead  of  the  Secretary's  office,  in- 
cluding original,  carbon,  mimeograph,  multigraph,  or  photostat  copy,  must 
bear  the  words  "Bureau  of  Markets  and  Crop  Estimates"  and  date  completed 
or  issued. 

A  number  of  statistical  tables  and  papers  have  come  to  my  desk 
recently  on  plain  sheets  with  absolutely  nothing  on  them  to  indicate  their 
origin  or  date  of  preparation.    As  soon  as  such  papers  become  detached 
from  the  letter's  or  memoranda  of  transmittal,  and  as  soon  as  a  few  weeks 
have  elapsed,  it  becomes  impossible  to  readily  identify  the  responsible 
source  or  date  of  the  information  and  the  papers  lose  much  of  their  value. 
Furthermore,  the  bureau  should  receive  credit  for  its  work  and  it  can  not 
do  this  unless  every  paper  prepared  and  issued  by  it  bears  its  label  or 
trade  mark. 
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The  necessary  rubber  stamps  for  each  division  and  project  section 
in  the  bureau  can  he  obtained  from  Mr.  Bailey.

BUREAU  BREVITIES 

15.  THE  S.S.  CHARLES  H.  CRAMP  sailed  from  San  Pedro,  Calif.,  July  13 
with  a  cargo  of  about  20  cars  of  oranges  and  lemons,  part  of  which  are 
being  carried  under  ventilation  and  part  under  refrigeration.    The  "Cramp" 
has  been  converted  into  a  laboratory  for  the  use  of  the  Project  of  Pres- 
ervation of  Fruits  and  Vegetables  in  Transit  and  Storage  and  on  the 
present  voyage,  the  effects  of  moisture  and  humidity  will  be  studied.  Mr. 
L.  W.  Collins  and  Mr.  V.  G.  Gibson  will  accompany  the  ship  and  will  con- 
duct investigations. 

16.  AN  EXHIBITION  ILLUSTRATING  GRAIN  GRADING  procedure,  prepared  by  the 
Grain  Division  of  this  bureau,  was  shown  last  week  at  the  Marine  Show  and 
Export  and  Import  Exhibition  held  at  the  Fifth  Eegiment  Armory  in  Balti- 
more.   The  exhibition  consisted  of  four  panels  illustrating  the  apparatus 
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and  procedure  used  in  grain  grading  as  well  as  a.  completely  equipped 
grain  inspection  office.    A  demonstration  of  actual  grading  was  con- 
ducted by  Mr.  L.  M.  Carr  of  the  Baltimore  office.    Mr.  G.  A.  Babinett 
of  the  Washington  office  visited  the  exhibition  on  Friday. 

17.  CIBCULARS  NOS.  73  AM)  7U-  FROM  THE  OFFICE  OF  THE  SECRETARY  were  cir- 
culated to  the  field  offices  with  the  last  number  of  the  Bureau  News. 
Circular  No.  73  described  the  functions  of  the  General  Accounting  Office 
created  June  10,  192I.    Circular  No.  7^,  discussed  the  reduction  in  the 
clerical  force  in  government  departments  and  called  attention  to  the 
States  which  were  in  excess  in  apportionment  of  Civil  Service  employes 
and  those  in  arrears. 

18.  THE  COUNTY  AGENT  SECTION  OF  TEE  SOUTH  CAROLINA  Extension  Division 
assisted  in  establishing  3S  cotton  warehouses  in  six  counties  and  nearly 
a  dozen  sweet-potato  houses  in  four  counties, in  the  year  1920.  The 
county  agents  have  also  assisted  with  the  formation  of  cooperative  pur- 
chasing and  marketing  associations  in  five  counties.    It  is  estimated 
that  the  value  of  the  products  bought  and  sold  cooperatively  by  these 
organizations  is  more  than  $5, 500, COO  and  that  the  savings  to  cooperators 
is  approximately  $162, COO. 

19.  AN  INTENSIVE  STUDY  OF  COOPERATIVE  LIVE  STOCK  SHIPPING  ASSOCIATIONS, 
recently  made  in  Iowa,  showed  the  existence  of  6U7  such  organizations. 
Definite  data  were  obtained  from  a  large  number  of  these  associations  and 
form  the  basis  of  an  experiment  station  bulletin  to  be  issued  this  month 
by  the  Iowa  State  College  of  Agriculture  entitled  "Cooperative  Live  Stock 
Shipping  in  Iowa  I92O." 

20.  A  COURSE  IN  COTTON  GRADING  AND  STAPLING  is  being  given  at  the  summer 
session  of  the  State  College  of  Agriculture,  Raleigh,  N.  C-    Samples  from 
ten  thousand  bales  of  cotton  are  available  for  this  work.    A  full  set  of 
the  copies  of  the  official  cotton  standards  are  used  in  connection  with 
the  course. 

21.  A  BILL  REQUIRING  GEORGIA  SHIPPERS  OF  WATERMELONS  to  weigh  and  count 
their  shipments  has  recently  been  introduced  in  the  State  Legislature  by 
Mr.  W.  H.  Beckham,,  formerly  in  charge  of  the  Atlanta  office  of  the  Fruit 
and  Vegetable  Division  and  now  a  member  of  the  State  Legislature. 

22.  THE  OFFICE  OF  FARM  MANAGEMENT  is  about  to  begin  a  general  farm  busi- 
ness survey  of  500  dairy  farms  in  Wisconsin  and  about  the  same  number  in 
New  York  State.     This  work  will  be  done  in  cooperation  with  the  State 
Colleges. 

23.  THE  COLORADO  OFFICE  OF  THE  EXTENSION  AGENT  IN  MARKETING  has  been 
transferred  from  the  Custom  House  in  Denver  to  the  Sxate  Agricultural 
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College  at  Fort  Collins,  Colo.    Mr.  Waldo  F.  Heppe  will  continue  as 
Extension  Agent  in  Marketing. 

2k.    A  SHORT  COURSE  IN  COTTON  STANDARDIZATION  is  Toeing  given  at  the 
Oklahoma  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College,  Stillwater,  Okla.  The 
course  is  in  charge  of  Mr.  J.  K-  Wood  of  the  Bureau  of  Markets  and  Crop 
Estimates . 

25.  PROF.  G.  F.  WARREN  OF  CORNEL!  spent  last  week  in  Washington  at  the 
request  of  Secretary  Wallace,  assembling  material  for  a  bulletin  on  farm 
prices,  which  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  printer. 

26.  MEMORANDUM  NO  .  329  FROM  THE  OFFICE  OF  THE  SECRETARY  is  "being  cir- 
culated to  the  field  offices  with  this  number  of  the  Bureau  News.  It 
discusses  the  sale  or  other  disposition  of  property  in  general.

2 .     _  GRADUATE  INSTRUCTION  TO  BE  GIVEN  BY  DEPARTMENT . 

Graduate  instruction  for  the  scientific  staff  of  this  and  other 
departments  of  the  Government  and  also  for  qualified  persons  not  in  the 
Government  service  will  probably  be  offered  in  the  near  future  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.    Probably  two  courses 
will  be  established,  a  major,  which  will  run  two  hours  a  week  for 
thirty  weeks  and  a  minor  which  will  run  one  hour  a  week  for  the  same 
period.    It  is  planned  to  coordinate  these  courses  with  those  in  the 
universities  and  to  arrange  with  the  universities  for  credits  which 
will  be  taken  into  account  for  students  preparing  for  a  dogree.    It  is 
probable  that  arrangements  will  also  be  made  for  granting  leave  with- 
out pay  and  without  loss  of  standing  in  the  Department  to  employees 
who  desire  to  take  courses  at  one  of  the  universities.    It  is  possible 
that  some  arrangement  may  be  made,  where  the  official  work  of  an 
employee  is  of  such  a  nature  that  it  can  be  carried  on  in  the 
laboratory  of  a  university,  to  permit  employees  to  work  part  time 
for  the  department  while  pursuing  a  course  of  study  at  a  university, 

A  comnittee  of  Bureau  representatives,  of  which  Assistant  Secre- 
tary Ball  is  chairman,  has  been  formed  to  organize  this  course.  Mr, 
Estabrook  will  represent  the  Bureau  of  Markets  and  Crop  Estimates  on 
this  committee  and  has  invited  suggestions  as  to  outlining  a  systematic 
course  of  graduate  study  in  statistics,  marketing  and  economics,  to- 
gether with  names  of  specialists  both  in  the  department  and  outside, 
who  are  qualified  for  lectures. 
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3*      DR,  JOHN  LEE  COULTER  AND  MR.  L.  A«  FITZ  TO  INVESTIGATE  WHEAT 


STANDARDS 


The  investigation  of  the  Federal  wheat  standards  that  has 
been  -undertaken  will  he  made  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  J.  L,  Coulter, 
of  the  University  of  West  Virginia  and  formerly  of  Minnesota,  and  ?'r« 
L.  A.  Fitz,  Professor  of  Milling  Industry  of  Kansas  Agricultural  Col- 
lege, Manhattan,  Kans.      It  is  planned  to  carry  on  the  work  coopera- 
tively with  the  States  of  Minnesota  and  North  and  South  Dakota.  It 
will  include  an  investigation  of  the  grading,  cleaning  and  milling 
of  wheat.    The  primary  purpose  of  the  investigation  is  to  determine 
the  applicability  of  the  present  standards  at  country  buying  points 
with  a  view  of  ascertaining  where,  if  at  all,  the  present  standards 
do  injustice  to  producers. 

k.      MR,  WffKKI.ER  ON  RADIO  COMMITTEE. 

Mr.  W.  A.  Wheeler  of  the  Division  of  Market  Information  will 
serve  on  a  committee  that  has  been  appointed  by  the  Post  Office  Depart- 
ment for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  dissemination  of  various 
classes  of  news  by  means  of  the  wireless  telephone.    According  to  a 
statement  issued  by  the  Post  Office  Department  it  is  planned  to 
utilize  the  major  radio  stations  of  the  air  mail  service  which  stretch, 
across  the  United  States,  as  stations  from  which  to  disseminate  news. 
Each  of  these  stations  which  are  about  kOO  miles  apart  would  serve 
approximately  125 ,000  miles  of  territory.    The  possibilities  of  the 
proposed  service  can  be  seen  from  the  fact  that  wireless  telephone 
receiving  stations  may  be  established  and  maintained  in  homes  and 
places  of  business  at  approximately  $35  for  tne  receiving  set.  The 
use  of  the  telephone  would  of  course  make  the  information  more  direct- 
ly available  than  is  possible  when  the  telegraph  is  used  which  requires 
a  knowledge  of  the  code  and  interpretation.    Another  advantage  of  the 
telephone  is  that  amplifiers  might  be  used  in  case  it    is  desirable  for 
a  number  of  people  to  receive  the  information  at  the  same  time.  The 
present  plan  is  to  have  certain  classes  of  information  sent  out  at 
stated  hours.    Market  news  furnished  by  the  Bureau  of  Markets  and  Crop 
Estimates  is  now  being  sent  out  by  wireless  telephone  by  a  commercial 
firm  in  Pittsburgh".    The  committee  on  which  Mr.  Wheeler  will  serve 
consists  of  Mr.  R..

5-      COOPERATIVE  ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  INSPECTION  IN  PENNSYLVANIA. 


Extensive  cooperative  arrangements  have  been  effected  with  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania  for  Food  Products  Inspection  work.  Announcement 
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has  been  made  of  the  reappointment  of  Mr.  J.  A-  Marks  who  is  now  the 
cooperative  inspector  in  Pittsburgh  and  devoting  most  of  his  time  to 
Federal  inspections.    At  three  other  points  in  the  State  cooperative 
inspectors  have  been  appointed,  the  Government  paying  one-fourth  of 
the  salary  of  each  man  and  the  State  the  rest,      Mr.  J„  F.  Whithy  is 
located  in  Philadelphia.      Mr.  L.  D.  Mills  is  the  cooperative  inspect- 
or at  Wilkes-Barre ,  and  will  also  serve  Scranton.     Mr.  L.  P.  Evans 
is  stationed  at  Harris  barg,  devoting  part  of  his  time  to  work  in  York. 
All   <f  these  men  will  make  Federal  inspections  on  interstate  shipments 
and  State  inspections  on  products  moving  in  intrastate  traffic.      Mr « 
W.  C.  Lynn  will  also  be  stationed  in  Harrisburg  and  will  assist  with 
the  inspection  work  in  that  city  and  York,  substituting  for  other  co- 
operative inspectors  as  the  need  may  arise*

Referring  to  my  memorand-um  of  June  17,  to  all  bureau  chiefs 
asking  that  letters  and  other  material  be  collected  in  anticipation 
of  a  request  for  information  by  the  Congressional  Joint  Commission 
of  Agricultural  Inquiry,  I  have  to  advise  that  it  is  the  Secretary's 
wish  that  all  material  collected  for  the  Congressional  Commission 
clear  through  Mr.  Estabrook,  Associate  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Markets 
and  Crop  Estimates,  in  order  to  avoid  duplication  and  keep  a  complete 
record.    Mr.  Estabrook  has  already  supplied  Mr.  Anderson,  Chairman 
of  the  Commission,  with  statistical  and  other  material  available  in 
his  bureau.    Please  forward  any  material  now  available  in  your  bu- 
reau which  you  think  might  prove  useful  directly  to  Mr.  Estabrook 
for  consideration  and  transmission  to  the  Commission.    Please  also 
advise  Mr.  Estabrook  by  memorandum  of  any  bulletins  or  results  of 
special  investigations  in  your  bureau  sufficiently  near  completion 
that  a  summary  of  the  essential  and  significant  facts  might  be  prepar- 
ed in  the  near  future  and  made  available  to  the  Conmission. 

Prof,  Clyde  C.  King,  Economist  employed  by  the  Commission,  has 
asked  Mr.  Estabrook  to  designate  persons  in  the  department  who  might 
be  called  before  the  Conmission  to  testify  regarding  the  present  agri- 
cultural situation  and  remedies.    Mr.  King  said  the  Chairman  would 
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leave  the  selection  of  such  persons  wholly  to  the  department.  It 
might  he  well  to  consider  and  mention  in  the  memorandum  to  Mr. 
Estabrook  who,  if  anyone,  in  your  bureau  could  best  represent  the 
bureau  in  the  event  a  call  is  received  for  oral  presentation  and 
discussion  of  material  before  the  Commission. 

Both  Prof.  King  and  Mr.  Paull,  Business  Efficiency  Expert 
employed  by  the  Commission,  have  assured  Mr.  Estabrook  that  full 
credit  will  be  given  by  the  Commission  to  authors  of  any  material 
that  can  be  made  available,  so  there  heed  be  no  apprehension  in 
submitting  copies  of  manuscripts  or  preliminary  summaries  of  in- 
vestigations or  results  to  the  Commission.

7.      RADIO  NEWS  SERVICE  AT  STATE  FAIRS.. 

Daily  market  reports  by  wireless  will  be  one  of  the  features 
of  the  departmental  exhibit  to  be  shown  this  year  at  State  fairs  and 
other  exhibitions.    This  will  be  made  possible  by  the  use  of  an  up-to- 
date  wireless  receiving  station  which  will  be  in  charge  of  competent 
operators  and  which  will  be  the  contribution  of  the  Market  Information 
Division  to  the  bureau's  share  of  the  departmental  exhibit.  Several 
divisions  of  the'  bureau  have  made  appreciable  contributions  to  the 
stock  of  exhibit  material,  and  this  bureau  is  now  on  equal  footing 
with  other  large  bureaus  of  the  department.    It  is  thought  that  the 
exhibit  this  year  will  adequately  represent  the  bureau. 

In  addition  to  the  wireless  feature,  the  exhibit  will  include 
a  three-panel  exhibit  relating  to  wool  grades  and  manufacturing;  a 
transparency  case  in  which  colored  transparencies  of  live  stock  grades 
and  meat  cuts  will  be  shown;  a  new  model  of  an  Irish  potato  storage 
cellar  and  a  model  of  a  U.  S.  standard  refrigerator  car,  both  of  which 
were  worked  out  by  investigations  in  the  Project  of  Preservation  of 
Fruits  and  Vegetables  in  Transit  and  Storage.    The  work  of  the  Grades 
and  Standards  Section  will  be  shown  by  means  of  panels  showing  standard 
containers.    It  is  also  possible  that  the  Grain  Division  will  be 
represented  at  special  shows  which  are  not  included  in  the  State  fair 
circuits.    The  first  circuit  of  the  departmental  exhibits  will  open  at 
Sedalia,  Mo.,  Aug.  8.    The  departmental  exhibits  will  be  shown  at  many 
State  fairs  and  other  expositions  during  the  present  season. 
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8  <      COOPERATIVE  WORK  WITH  STATES  TO  BE  CHANGED . 

Plans  for  strengthening  the  State  Cooperative  work  of  the  Bu- 
reau of  Mark3ts  and  Crop  Estimates  somewhat  along  the  lines  followed 
in  the  past  two  years  in  the  office  of  Farm  Management  are  now  "being 
made..-    It  is  desired  that  the  work  undertaken  by  State  and  Federal 
workers  be  based  on  definite  projects  e»s  has  been  the  case  in  the 
past  two  years  in  the  Office  of  Farm  Management.    Wherever  satis- 
factory arrangements  can  be  made,  research  work  in  farm  management, 
cost  of  production  and  cost  of  marketing,  marketing  methods  and 
practices,,  and  allied  lines  of  work  will  be  undertaken  cooperatively 
with  the  State  colleges  and  experiment -stations.    Educational  work 
based  on  the  information  gained  from  these  investigations  will  be 
carried  on  in  cooperation  with  the  extension  service  of  State  col- 
leges.   The  service  work  of  this  bureau  will  usually  be  conducted  in 
cooperation  with  the  State  departments  of  agriculture  and  the  State  Bu- 
reaus of  Markets,  conforming  in  this  regard  to  the  division  of  labor 
agreed  upon  in  the  State . 

9*      MARKET  INSPECTIONS  FOR  FISCAL  YEAR  JUST  ENDED..  ■ 

A  grand  total  of  23,875  inspections  were  handled  during  the 
past  fiscal  year,  as  conpared  with  25^88  during  the  preceding  year. 
This  number  does  not  inclr.de  the  work  that  has  been  done  for  the 
Navy  or  for'  the  Marine  Corps.    There  is  a  decrease  of  only  about 
Gfo  for  the  past  year  due  largely  to  the  fact  that '^there  was  con- 
siderably less  freezing  injury  in  shipments  in  192-1.  Inspections 
for  J-one  compare  most  favorably  with  the  number  made  in  Jt2&By  1920 , 
there  being  only  b  inspections  less  this  year  than  last  year  in  the 
same  month.    The  record  in  June ,  1920,  was  the  highest  for  any  one 
month. 

iO*      63  .8  PER  CENT  INCREASE  SHOWN  IN  SAMPLES  HANDLED- BY  BOARD  OF 

RET'.QlW  . 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1921,  the  Board  of  Re- 
view of  the  Grain  Division  handled  32,092  samples, .which  was  an  in- 
crease over  the  preceding  fiscal  year  of  wJ,,S  per  cent.    Of  the  sam- 
ples handled  In  the  past  year  11*437  were  appeals.    The  average  number 
of  samples  handled  each  munth  was  2^,67^,    In  addition  to  this  the 
Board  handled  approximately  3,0C0  special  samples  consisting  of  special 
wheat,  oats  and  corn  samples  and  barley, kafir  corn  and  rye  samples 
submitted  by  the. Washington  office.    An  increase  is  noted  in  the  num- 
ber of  samples  handled  for  all  three  grains,  both  appeals  and  super- 
vision, with  the  exception  of  wheat  appeals,  which  shows  a  decrease 
of  21  per  cent  for  the  past  fiscal  year.    Corn  appeals  show  an  in- 
crease of  233 J.  per  cent  over  the  preceding  fiscal  year.    During  the 
past  year  163  Board  appeals  were  handled,  of  which  126  were  wheat,  15 
corn,  and  12  oats.    Of  the  appeals  handled  the  supervisors1  grades 
were  changed  on  36  of  this  number,  22  being  raised  and  Ik  lowered. 
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11.      APPLICATION  EOR  REFUND  OE  RETIREMENT  DEDUCTIONS, 


A  request  has  been  received  from  Mr.  A.  Zappone,  Disbursing 
Clerk  of  the  Department,  that  applications  for  refund  of  retirement 
deductions  be  forwarded  by  the  applicants  to  his  office  for  trans- 
mittal to  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions  instead  of  directly  to  the 
latter  official  as  has  been  the  practice  in  the  past.    This  will  en- 
able  the  Disbursing  Clerk's  office  to  supply  certain  data  from  their 
records  which  are  essential  to  the  proper  adjustment  of  the  claims 
by  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions,  and  thereby  shorten  considerably 
the  period  of  time  required  to  effect  refunds.    Applications  for  re- 
fund, which,  are  transmitted  with  notices  of  separation  from  the 
service  will  in  the  future  be  accompanied  by  a  return  envelope  ad- 
dressed to  the  Disbursing  Clerk  of  the  Department.

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1*    HEARING  ON  MILL  OATS. 

A  hearing  on  "mill  oats"  was  held  July  2S  in  the  office  of  Secre- 
tary Wallace.    It  was  granted  at  the  request  of,  representatives  of  the 
grain  trade  from  the  Middle  West  who  were  present  and  gave  testimony. 
There  has  been  some  question  as  to  whether  the  shipment  and  sale  of  the 
product  known  as  "mill  oats"  is  a  violation  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act. 
This  product  is  substantially  wheat  screenings.    The  decision  of  the 
Secretary  will  be  announced  later.    Those  present  from  the  department  were: 
Dr.  Taylor,  Mr.  H.  J.  Besley  and  Mr.  E.  J.  Murphy  from  the  Bureau  of  Mar- 
kets and  Crop  Estimates;  Dr.  W.  G.  Campbell,  Dr.  P.  B.  Dunbar  and  Dr.  J.  K. 
Haywood  from  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry;  and  Solicitor  R.  W.  Williams  and  Mr. 
P.  D.  Cronin  from  the  Solicitor's  Office. 

2 .  BUREAU  TO  COOPERATE  WITH  WAR  FINANCE  CORPORATION . 

Arrangements  have  been  made  by  which  representatives  of  the  Bureau 
of  Markets  and  Crop  Estimates  will  supervise  the  warehousing  and  classi- 
fication of  the  cotton  pledged  as  security  for  the  recent  loan  of  $5,000,- 
000  to  the  Staple  Cotton  Cooperative  Association.    The  disbursement  of 
funds  to  the  Cooperative  Association  as  the  cotton  is  inspected, classified 
and  warehoused  will  be  made  through  the  New  Orleans  branch  of  the  Atlanta 
Federal  Reserve  Bank,  the  Memphis  Branch  of  the  St.  Louis  Federal  Reserve 
Bank  acting  as  the  fiscal  agent  of  the  corporation.    The  details  of  the 
cooperation  to  be  furnished  by  the  Bureau  of  Markets  and  Crop  Estimates 
are  now  being  worked  out  and  will  be  announced  later. 

3.  COST  OF  MARKETING  TO  BE  STUDIED 

A  committee  on  the  Cost  of  Marketing  has  been  formed  to  bring  to- 
gether all  of  the  material  available  in  the  Bureau  of  Markets  and  Crop 
Estimates  relating  to  the  cost  of  marketing  and  the  spread  between  what 
the  farmer  receives  and  the  price  the  consumer  pays.    The  committee  will 
call  on  Division  Heads  and  Project  Leaders  for  material.    The  following 
are  members:    Messrs.  Asher  Hobson,  of  the  Office  of  Farm  Management,  N.  C. 
Murray,  W.  F.  Callander,  L.  S.  Tenny,  Frank  Andrews  and  A.  V.  Swarthout. 

U.     BUREAU  COMMITTEE  ON  LIVE  STOCK  SITUATION. 


A  bureau  committee  which  will  cooperate  with  a  similar  committee 
from  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  in  compiling  and  analyzing  information 
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regarding  the  production  and  marketing  of  cattle,  sheep,  hogs  and  animal 
products  has  "been  appointed.    The  joint  committee  of  the  two  bureaus 
■which  reports  to  the  Departmental  Committee  of  Economics,  will  study 
prices,  supply  and  demand  for  these  classes  of  live  stock  and  their  prod- 
ucts, especially  in  relation  to  prewar  conditions.    Mr.  Stephen  Bray  is 
the  chairman  of  the  committee  representing  the  Bureau  of  Markets  and  Crop 
Estimates  and  the  Office  of  Farm  Management.    The  other  members  are: 
Messrs.  N.  C.  Murray,  C.  A.  Burmeister,  C.  V.  Whalin,  L.  M.  Davis.  R.  H. 
Wilcox  and  G-.  T.  Willingmyre. 

5.  WHEAT  IN  A  WOOL  WAREHOUSE . 

Arrangements  to  store  600,000  "bushels  of  sacked  wheat  in  the  new 
wool  warehouse  of  the  Western  Wool  Warehouse  Company,  have  recently  been 
made,  according  to  statements  in  the  Portland,  Oreg.,  press.    This  grain 
has  already  been  sold  for  export  and  represents  the  first  shipment  by 
members  of  the  Oregon  Cooperative  Grain  Growers  Association.    It  will  * 
probably  be  shipped  some  time  in  August.    The  Western  Wool  and  Warehouse 
Company  which  for  some  time  has  held  a  warehouse  license  under  the  U.  S. 
warehouse  Act  has  received  telegraphic  authority  from  the  U.  S.  Department 
of  Agriculture  to  issue  warehouse  receipts  on  grain. 

6.  CONSUMPTION  OF  SWEET  POTATOES. 

A  study  entitled  "Sweet  Potato  Consuming  Capacities  of  Southern 
Cities"  has  recently  been  made,  by  Mr.  W.  A,  Schoenfeld,  who  was  formerly 
Field  Agent  in  Marketing  in  Tennessee  and  -is  now  doing  research  work  for 
the  Massachusetts  Division:  of  Markets'.    The  study  was  in  the  nature  of  a 
consumption  index.    It  indicated  that  while  the  increase  in  production  of 
white  potatoes  since  1899  bas  been  at  about  the  same  ratio  as  the  increase 
in  the  population  of  the  United  States,  the  increase  in  the  production  of 
sweet  potatoes  has  been  at  a  much  greater  rate..    A  correlation  between 
the  probable  per  capita  consumption  of  sweet  potatoes  and  the  proportion 
of  the  negro  population  to  the  total  population  in  these  cities  was  also 
found.    A  formula  is  suggested  for  determining  the  sweet  potato  market 
potentiality  for  southern  cities . 

7.  VISITOR  TO  THE  BUPEAU. 

Dr.  Rudolph  Kuraz,  Secretary  and  Agricultural  Attache  for  the 
Czechoslovak  Legation  at  Washington,  called  on  the  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed 
Division  July  29.    He  is  particularly  interested  at  this  time  in  the  pos- 
sibility of  exporting  red  clover  seed- to  the  United  States  as  it  is  ex- 
pected that  there  will  be  considerable  surplus  in  his    country.    In  Czecho 
Slovakia  there  is  an  agricultural  cooperative  union  with  headquarters  at 
Prague.    It  is  thought  that  this  union  will  wish  to  deal  directly  with 
American  firms  or  consumers.    Dr.  Kuraz  will  interview  other  divisions  of 
the  bureau  later . 
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g .     CARBON  COPY  TO  EE  MADE  OF  I.W^-LTJREAU  MEMORANDA . 

Item  No.  II- ,  of  No,  1$,  Volume  k  of  the  Bureau  News,  issued  April 
19,  1921,  entitled  "Single  Copy  of  In era-Bureau  Memoranda" ,  provided 
that  no  file  carbons  should  he  made  of  intra-bureau  memoranda,  when  both 
the  sender  and  receiver  are  located  in  the  Washington  office. 

In  actual  practice  this  rule  has  not  operated  satisfactorily  be- 
cause of  the  delay  to  which  the  original  copy  is  generally  subject  in 
reaching  the  files  and  the  high  percentage  of  cases  in  which  it  never  is 
received  in  the  central  files.     Eor  this  reason  that  rule  is  counter- 
manded and  -the  former  practice  of  making  a  file  carbon  of  each  intra- 
bureau  memorandum  will  be  resumed. 

9  .     STANDARD  METHOD  OF  CLIPPING-  PAPERS  TOGETHER . 

Heretofore,  it  has  been  the  practice  to  a  considerable  extent, 
in  arranging  papers  to  be.  submitted  to  officers  in  the  bureau  for  exami- 
nation or  signature,  to  attach  numbers  of  clips  scattered  across  the  tops 
of  the  sheets.    Presumably  this  has  been  done  for  the  sake  of  security, 
since  Gem  paper  clips  do  not  always  hold  papers  together  firmly  enough 
to  prevent  separation  in  the  handling  involved  in  distribution.  They 
also  sometimes  automatically  attach  to  the  back  of  the  papers  upon  which 
they  have  been  fixed  other  papers  not  related  to  the  original  group.  The 
papers  so  attached  are  thus  lost  until  discovered  by  accident.  However, 
this  practice  of  putting  several  clips  across  the  top  of  a  collection  of 
papers,  and  sometimes  with  a  large  clip  in  the  middle,  causes  a  delay  in 
removing  the  clips  for  an  examination  of  the  papers  which  is  annoying  to 
reviewing  and  signing  officials. 

Hereafter,  the  use  of  Gem  paper  clips  should  be  reduced  to  a  mini- 
mum.   Pins  should  be  used  where  only  a  few  sheets  are  involved.  Beyond 
the  limit  which  can  be  fastened  by  a  pin,  clips  may  be  used.     However,  it 
is  better  not  to  use  Gem  clips  in  such  cases,  except  to  keep  separated 
for  ready  identification  subclasses  of  the  entire  group. 

When  the  number  of  sheets  exceeds  that  which  can  be  fastened  by  a 
pin,  the  collection  as  a  whole  should  be  fastened  with  a  clip  of  the 
"L.E.B."  type.    These  clips  are  kept  in  stock  and  may  be  secured  from  the 
Bureau  Section  of  Property  and  Supplies. 

All  clips  and  pins  should  be  placed  in  the  upx>er  left-hand  corner 
only?  on  either  the  top  or  side  of  the  sheets,  or  on  both.

The  photographs  are 
fil^d  ur.ider  the  general  heading  of  the  project  with  which  they  are  con- 
nected and  under  various  subheads  which  make  it  easy  to  locate  them. 
Mr.  E.  C  :  Wilcox,  who  is  in  charge  of  the  Photographic  Section,  has  urged 
project  leaders  to  become  familiar  with  the  files  and  particularly  with 
.     5  pictures  filed  under  their  own  projects.    Pictures  are  not  released 
••"  "  ■  ..'VI nation  until  permission  for  the  release  has  been  obtained  from 
leader  of  the  project  concerned.    The  old  files  of  the  bureau  con- 
tained ^00  pictures  pasted  in  large  albums  and  arranged  numerically. 
Under  the  new  arrangement  cr.ly  the  best , pictures  have  been  retained.

25.       DURING  THE  FIRST  .'HALF  OF  THIS 'YEAR  more'- than  250  requests'  for  back 
numbers. of  the  Boston  market  reports  were  received.    Most  of  them  were' 
from  railroad 'and  freight  claim  agents  for  use  in  the  adjustment  of  claims. 
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Mr.  E.  J.  Butler,  in  Charge  of  the  Imperial  Bureau  of  Mycology 
of  England,  called  at  the  Chicago  office  of  the  Grain  Division  recently 
for  the  purpose  of  studying  the  organisation.    He  had  not  "been  informed 
as  to  Federal  Grain  Supervision  and  expressed  himself  as  favorably  im- 
pressed with  the  United  States  system  of  grading.

Mr.  A.  W.  McKay  has  recently  been  appointed  Specialist  in  Market- 
ing Sweet  Potatoes  in  the  Division' 'of  Cooperative  Relations.    Mr.  McKay 
has  been  studying  the  principles  of  efficient  transportation  and  physical 
handling  of  perishable  products.     The  principles  of  efficient  refrigerator 
car  construction  worked  out  as  a  result  of  the  investigations  conducted 
under  his  direction  were  adopted  by  the  Railroad  Administration  as  a  basis 
for  refrigerator  cars  for  the  railroads  of  the  United  States.    He  has  at 
different  times  been  associated  with  large  commercial  organizations  ship- 
ping and  marketing  fruits  and  vegetables.-    His  work  will  be  to  aid  State 
officials  and  extension  workers  in  the  handling  and  marketing  of  sweet 
potatoes,  including  grading  and  packing,  end  in  the  construction  and  equip- 
ment of  storage  houses. 

Dr.  Kemper  Simpson,  of  the  Cost  of  Marketing  Division,  has  returned 
from  three  weeks'  leave  spent  in  the  West. 

Mr.  George  Butterworth  has  reported  for  duty  as  Specialist  in 
Cotton  Classing.    Mr.  Butterworth  went  to  New  York  for  a  short  business 
trip  Aug.  1. 

Mr.  C.  L.  Snow,  Administrative  Assistant  of  the  Branch  of  Operation, 
has  returned  from  three  weeks'  leave  spent  in  Oneida  County,  N.  Y. 

■Mr.  E.  J,  Murphy,  Assistant  in  Grain  Supervision,  returned  to 
Washington  July  21,  after  a  three  weeks'  vacation. 

Mr.  A.  W.  Herger,  In  Charge  of  Enforcement  in  the  Grain  Division, 
who  has  been  in  the  East  for  some  time,  returned  to  Chicago  July  2U, 

Mr.  M.  A.  Crosby,  of  the  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed  Division,  has  returned 
to  Washington  after  a  trip  through  Michigan,  Ohio  and  New  York,  in  the 
course  of  which  he  collected  samples  of  hay  for  use  in  the  Hay  Standard- 
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izatio.n  laboratory  and  also  made  some  studies  of  the  causes  of  "brown 
"blades  in  timothy  hay. 

Mr.  E.  E.  Englebert  of  the  Office  of  Farm  Management  has  just 
returned  from  a  trip  through  fourteen  States  investigating  agricultural 
credit  conditions.     He  reports  that  Federal  Reserve  and  Commercial  bank- 
ers are  in  favor  of  provision  for  more  funds  for  the  Federal  Land  banks 
either-  by  temporary  Government  loans  or  by  making  possible  an  increased 
interest  rate  on  Land  Bank  bonds. 

Prof.  J.  S.  Lipscomb,  of  the  Mississippi  Agricultural  College,  has 
begun  a  farm  organization  survey  in  two  counties  in  the  Brown  Lean  region 
of  that  State.     This  study  i.s  in  cooperation  with  the  Office  of  Farm 
Management . 

Mr.  R.  H.  Wilcox,  of  the  Office  of  Farm  Management,  left  last  week 
for  an  inspection  of  the  beef  and  swine  cost  of  production  work  in  the 
central  States.    One  purpose  of  the  trip  is  to  expand  the  cost  work  with 
swine  in  Indiana,  Illinois'  and  Iowa. 

Mr.  Stewart,  of  the  Office  of  Farm  Management,  last  week  put  out 
a  news  sheet  relative  to  the  pellagra  situation  in  the  South,  in  which 
attention  was  called  to  the  desirability  of  many  large  planters  maintain- 
ing central  gardens  for  the  use  of  the  tenants. 

Messrs.  M.  R.  Cooper,  B.  McKinley  and  J.J.  Vernon,  of  the  Office 
of  Farm  Management,  recently  went  to  Wisconsin  to  take  part  in  the  J>00 
farm  survey  being  made  in  a  typical  dairy  section  of  that  State. 

Mr.  H.  A.  Miller,  of  the  Office  of  Farm  Management,  is  cooperating 
with  the  Bureau  of  Public  Roads  in  the  tractor  study  being  made  in  the 
Southwest . 

Mr.  E.  D.  Strait  has  just  completed  the  second  year  survey  of  over 
300  farms  in  the  Palouse  wheat  district.    This  is  a  long  time  study  being 
made  by  the  Office  of  Farm  Management  in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural 
Colleges  of  Washington  and  Idaho. 

Mr.  R.  S.  Washburn  has  just  completed  a  cost  survey  made  on  150 
farms  in  Oregon. 

Dr.  J.  C-  Galpin,  of  the  Office  of  Farm  Management,  returned  July 
25  from  Castine,  Me. ,  where  he  has  been  giving  a  course  of  instruction  on 
rural  life  study,   to  teachers'  institutes. 

Recent  State  appointments  in  the  Farm  Management  extension  service 
include  Mr.  H.  B.  Killough  as  Farm  Management  Demonstrator  in  Michigan, 
Mr.  H.  D.  McCullough  in  South  Dakota,  Mr.  H.  C.  Woodworth  in  New  Hampshire 
and  S.  E.  Thompson  in  Iowa. 
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1.     BUREAU  OF  AGRICULTURAL  ECONOMICS. 

The  budget  estimates  of  appropriation  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  I923  for  the  combined  Eureau  of  Markets  and  Crop  Estimates  and 
Office  of  Farm  Management  and  Farm  Economics  was  sent  to  the  Secretary  on 
August  1.    If  these  estimates  are  approved  by  the  Secretary,  the  Director 
of  the  Budget,  and  by  Congress  the  consolidated  bureau  will  be  known  as 
the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.    The  total  amount  asked  for  in  the 
estimates  is  $3,913,330  or  an  increase  of  $908, SS6  over  the  present  appro- 
priation.   The  estimates  include  an  item  for  ten  commodity  economists,  the 
idea  being  to  have  a  high  grade  man  who  will  specialize  on  the  economics 
of  each  of  the  major  staple  crops,  including  live  stock,  who  will  bring  to 
a  focus  all  the  statistical  and  economic  information  available  in  the 
entire  department  relating  to  his  special  commodity,  who  will  act  as  a 
liaison  officer  between  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  and  the 
specialist  or  gro\ips  of  specialists  in  other  branches  of  the  Federal  and 
State  Departments  and  the  Agricultural  Colleges  and  Experiment  Stations 
interested  in  the  commodity,  who  will  represent  the  department  in  dealing 
with  commodity  groups  and  organizations,  and  who  will  become  the  recognized 
leading  authority  in  the  department  with  respect  to  his  special  commodity. 
These  economists  will  be  expected  to  prepare  and  be  responsible  for  the 
accuracy  of  periodical  and  special  statements  regarding  statistical, 
economic  and  financial  situation  of  their  commodity.    The  budget  estimates 
of  the  bureau  and  of  the  department  will  be  handled  this  year  for  the  first 
time  through  the  newly  appointed  Director  of  the  Budget,  General  Dawes. 
It  is  expected  that  the  procedure  to  be  followed  in  handling  the  estimates 
by  this  new  method  will  be  outlined  at  an  early  date. 

2.     CONFERENCE  WITH  REPRESENTATIVES  FROM  DEPARTMENT  OF  COMMERCE. 


Last  week  a  conference  was  held  between  Dr.  Taylor  and  Messrs.  Esta- 


brook,  Warren,  and  Andrews  of  the  Bureau  of  Markets  and  Crop  Estimates,  and 
Dr.  Klein,  Director,  and  Mr.  Herring,  Assistant  Director  of  the  Bureau  of 
Foreign  and  Domestic  Commerce,  Department  of  Commerce,  relative  to  the  pro- 
posed activities  of  the  Bureau  of  Markets  and  Crop  Estimates  in  foreign 
countries  and  ways  in  which  the  commercial  attaches  might  serve  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture.    Dr.  Klein  stated  that  the  commercial  attaches  are 
fully  qualified  and  in  a  position  to  collect  any  information  desired  by  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  with  respect-  to  crop  production  and  marketing 
situations  in  foreign  countries  not  of  a  strictly  technical  nature.  Mr. 
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Estabrook  assured  the  conference  that  he  would  undertake  to  draw  -up  a 
program  which  would  fully  occupy  the  available  time  and  attention  of  the 
commercial  attaches.     It  was  agreed  that  one  function  of  the  foreign  rep- 
resentatives of  the  Bureau  of  Markets  and  Crop  Estimates  might  well  be  to 
visit  the  commercial  attaches  and  explain  to  them  the  situation  of  agri- 
culture in  the  United  States,  the  particular  kind  of  information  needed 
with  respect  to  production,  consumption,  stocks  on  hand,  imports  and  ex- 
ports, surpluses  and  deficits  in  foreign  countries  for  the  principle 
staple  crops  grown  in  competition  with  those  in  the  United  States  or  of 
which  the  United  States  has  a  surplus;  the  kind  of  information  which  might 
be  sent  by  post  and  the  kind  that  should  be  sent  by  cable  or  wireless. 
The  day  following  this  conference  Prof.  Warren  represented  the  bureau  at 
a  meeting  of  commercial  attaches  assembled  in  Washington  and  explained  to 
them  some  of  the  ouc standing  needs  of  American  agriculture  in  foreign 
countries.    It  is  hoped  that  these  conferences  will  result  in  more  har- 
monious relations  and  better  coordination  of  effort  and  cooperation  be- 
tween the  two  departments. 

3-     TOBACCO  WAREHOUSE  LICENSED  IN  PENNSYLVANIA. 

The  first  tobacco  warehouse  to  be  licensed  in  Pennsylvania  under 
the  U.  S.  warehouse  Act  is  that  of  the  Mount  Joy  Farm  Products  Co.  located 
at  Mount  Joy,  Pa.     The  activities  of  the  warehouse  will  include  assorting, 
bulking,  sweating,  packing,  and  storing.    Tentative  grades  to  be  used  for 
the  purposes  of  warehouse  receipts  have  been  approved  by  the  Tobacco  Ware- 
housing and  Standardisation  Section  of  this  bureau.    These  grades  are  Tops, 
Binders,  B's  and  Fillers.    Grade  lengths  of  2  inches  will  be  used  for  to- 
bacco between  l6  and  30  inches  long.    The  type  will  be  stated  as  "Pennsyl- 
vania Cigar  Leaf",  and  the  year  in  which  the  tobacco  is  grown  will  also 
be  shown  on  the  receipt.    Only  unstemmed  tobacco  will  be  received  for  stor- 
age.    In  addition  to  the  grade,  type,  and  form  cf  the  tobacco,  the  ware- 
house receipts  will  show  the  case  and  receipt  number,  uniformity  of  grade, 
the  condition  of  the  tobacco,  and  the  gross,  tare,  and  net  weights. 

The  Mount  Joy  Farm  Products  Co.  was  organized  April  9,  1919.  It 
has  operated  on  strictly  cooperative  principles  and  has  handled  large 
amounts  of  tobacco  for  farmers  in  that  vicinity.     Stockholders  receive  only 
a  small  return  on  their  investment.     Those  in  charge  feel,  that  the  value 
of  the  warehouse  is  greatly  increased  by  having  it  licensed  by  the  Govern- 
ment as  the  banks  will  honor  the  certificates  more  readily  and  tho 
Government's  inspection  service  safeguards  the  bank,  the  grower,  and  the 
company. 

Any  public  storage  warehouse  that  adequately  protects  tobacco  may 
be  licensed  under  the  Act,  and  competent  inspectors,  graders,  and  weighers 
may  be  licensed  to  perform  services  for  licensed  warehouses.  Examinations 
of  the  warehouses  and  the  stored  commodities  will  be  made  at  irregular 
intervals  four  times  a  year.     The  compliance  with  standards  of  good  busi- 
ness practice  are  substantially  the  requirements  for  licensed  warehousemen. 
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Great  importance  is  attached  to  the  issuance  of  warehouse  receipts  as 
these  may  be  used  as  collateral  for  loans  and  make  possible  the  more 

orderly  marketing  of  teTr-^co. 

k .     LEGISLATION  OE  INTEREST  TO  THE  BUREAU  - 

On  August  2  the  "Packer  Bill"  H.B.  No.  632O  was  reported  out  of 
Conference.  This  bill  will  probably  be  called  up  for  consideration  in 
both  Houses  this  week. 

The  Senate  is  at  present  considering  the  bill  S.  1915  to  provide 
for  the  purchase  of  farm  products  in  the  United  States,  to  sell  the  same 
in  foreign  countries  and  for  other  purposes. 

H.R.  2373,  a  bill  to  authorize  association  of  producers  of  agri- 
cultural products,  has  been  reported  to  the  Senate  from  the  Judiciary  Com- 
mittee with  an  amendment  in  the  nature  of  a  substitute. 

S.J.  Res.  72,  for  the  relief  of  States  in  the  Cotton  Belt  that 
have  given  aid  to  cotton  farmers  forced  from  the  fields  in  established 
non- production  zones  through  efforts  to  eradicate  the  pink  boll  worm  has 
passed  both  Houses. 

5 .  STATISTICAL-  INFORMATION  TO  BE  OBTAINED. 

The  committee  on  statistics  of  which  Mr.  Murray  is  Chairman,  has 
submitted  a  preliminary  report.    Among  other  things  the  committee  finds 
that  statistical  work  is  now  being  done  in  the  Crop  Estimates  Division, 
the  Live  Stock,  Meats  and  Wool  Division,  the  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products 
Division,  the  Cotton  Marketing  Division,  the  Fruits  and  Vegetable  Division, 
the  Grain  Market  Division,  the  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed  Division,  the  Market 
Statistics  Division,  the  Cost  of  Marketing  Division,  and  the  Office  of 
Farm  Management  ard  Farm  Economics,  some  of  which  bears  a  striking  family 
resemblance.     The  committee  has  submitted  a  form  of  questionnaire  calling 
for  prices  which  farmers  pay  for  a  selected  list  of  machinery,  equipment 
and  supplies  to  be .used  as  a  basis  for  a  monthly  index  of  prices  farmers 
pay  in  comparison  with  the  monthly  index  of  prices  farmers  receive.  These 
questionnaires  have  been  sent  to  State  statisticians  and  to  county  agents, 
with  a  letter  over  the  signature  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  stressing 
the  need  of  this  kind  of  information  and  the  importance  of  full  returns. 

6 .  CHANGES  IN  BUREAU  TO  BE  MADE  SLOWLY . 

On  behalf  of  the  administrative  office,  Mr.  Estabrook  wishes  to 
reassure  the  bureau  forces  that  there  is  no  occasion  for  any  apprehension 
regarding  possible  changes  in  organization  or  redirection  of  work.  Such 
changes  will  be  made  only  after  very  thorough  and  careful  consideration 
and  only  when  it  is  clearly  apparent  that  the  service  will  be  improved. 
The  major  consideration  is  not  reduction  in  force  but  some  redirection  of 
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the  activities  of  the  bureau  which  may  involve  more  or  less  rearrange- 
ment   and  re- grouping  to  the  end  that  the  force  and  equipment  may  be 
utilized  to  "better  advantage.    As  time  goes  on,  the  tendency  will  probably 
be  in  the  direction  of  increasing  both  the  amount  of  work  and  the  force 
required  to  handle  the  situation.     The  aim  is  to  improve  the  service  and 
sell  the  service  to  the  public  in  such  a  way  that  criticism  will  auto- 
matically disappear  and  be  replaced  with  spontaneous  accommodations  and 
support. 

7.     SPACE  COMMITTEE  AT  WQSK. 

The  Space  Committee,  of  which  Messrs.  Estabrook,  Callander,  Forster, 
Gage  and  Bailey  are  members,  has  been  working  steadily  on  the  problem  of 
vacating  and  re-assigning  space  in  such  a  manner  that  organization  -units 
doing  the  same  or  related  work  in  the  old  Bureau  of  Markets,  Crop  Esti- 
mates and  Office  of  Earm  Management  and  Farm  Economics,  may  be  brought  to- 
gether.   This  is  a  regular  Chinese  puzzle  involving  some  such  questions 
as  these:    How  to  accomodate  fifty  people  and  their  equipment  in  the 
space  now  over-crowded  with  thirty;  how  two  organization  units  can  occupy 
the  same  space  at  the  same  tine;  how  to  utilize  one  organization  unit 
which  is  inadequate  to  handle  an  increasing  volume  of  work  on  other  addi- 
tional work  at  the  same  time;  how  to  fit  square  pegs  into  round  holes  and 
round  pegs  into  square  holes,  etc.    Members  of  the  Space  Committee  need 
and  will  appreciate  all  of  the  silent  treatment  they  can  get  by  telepathy 
or  otherwise  through  the  mental  and  spiritual  concentration  of  the  telepa- 
thist  contingent  of  the  bureau.  This  is  also  a  splendid  opportunity  for  a 
demonstration  by  the  embryo  efficiency  experts  of  the  bureau.

It  is  understood  that  Mr.  Morrill  sailed  from  Amsterdam  on  July  29. 
He  should  therefore  reach  Washington  about  August  9  ■        steady  stream  of 
reports  has  been  received  in  the  last  week  or  ten  days  from  Messrs.  Morrill, 
Meadows  and  Pryor  setting  forth  their  observations,  interviews  and  impres- 
sions in  Liverpool ,  London,  Havre,  Paris,  Milan,  Zurich,  Brussels,  Ghent, 
The  Hague  and  Amsterdam.    They  all  speak  of  the  severe  drought  and  short 
crops  in  Western  Europe.    Mr.  Pryor  says  he  experienced  good  cotton  grow- 
ing weather  at  Paris  and  Brussels.     Copies  of  their  reports  are  furnished 
to  the  Secretary  and  to  the  members  of  the  economic  committee  as  soon  as 
received. 

9.     SEED  LOAN  COMMITTEE  MEETING. 

The  seed  loan  committee,  cf  which  Mr.  Estabrook  is  Chairman,  met  on 
August  2  to  consider  ways  and  means  of  handling  the  collection  of  nearly 
$2,000,000.00  loaned  to  about  fourteen  thousand  farmers  in  the  drought- 
stricken  areas  of  North  Dakota,  Montana,  Idaho  and  Washington  last  spring. 
These  loans  will  fall  due  Nov.  1  next.     The  records  are  all  in  the  Washing- 
ton office  in  the  custody  of  Mr.  C.  A.  Warburton,  who  was  in  charge  cf  the 
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field  office  at  Fargo  where  the  loans  were  made.     It  is  probable  that  the 
committee  will  recommend  that  the  collections  be  made  through  corres- 
pondence from  the  Washington  office,  with  one  or  more  representatives  in 
the  field  to  check  up  the  results.     The  committee  now  has  a  representative 
in  the  field  investigating  a  few  cases  of  delinquent  borrowers  concerning 
whom  reports  have  reached  the  office.    The  seed  loan  law  provided  very 
severe  penalties  for  misrepresentation  on  the  part  of  any  applicant  for  a 
loan.    No  official  of  the  Federal  Government  has  authority  to  cancel  a 
promissory  note  in  favor  of  the  Government  except  upon  payment  of  prin- 
cipal and  interest.    Full  instructions  as  to  how  the  collection  of  these 
loans  are  to  be  handled  will  be  formulated  and  published  at  an  early  date. 

1 0 .     BUREAU  BULLETINS  USES  BY  CONGRESSIONAL  COMMITTEE . 

Copies  of  page  proof  of  Bulletin  No.  999;  "Prices  of  Farm  Products 
in  the  United  States",  by  Prof.  G.  F.  Warren;  Bulletin  No.  99S,  "The 
Economic  Forces  That  Have  Determined  the  Prices  of  American  Farm  Products 
in  Recent  Years",  by  Mr.  H.  C.  Marshall;  aaad  Bulletin  No.  982,  "Market 
Statistics"  by  Br.  Carl  J.  West  and  Mr.  Lewis  B.  Flohr,  together  with  many 
statistical  tables  on  prices  of  farm  products,  have  been  forwarded  by  Mr. 
Estabrook  to  the  Joint  Congressional  Commission  of  Agricultural  Inquiry. 
The  House  of  Representatives  passed  a  resolution  Aug.  1  extending  the  time 
in  which  the  Commission  may  submit  its  report  from  Sept.  7  to  the  first 
Monday  in  January.

Dr.  L.  C.  Gray 
writes  of  "Helping  Landless  Farmers  to  own  Farms";  Dr.  Peck  discusses  the 
"Cost  of  a  Bushel  of  Wheat";  Messrs.  Wheeler  and  George  tell  the  reader 
how  to  "Know  Your  Markets";  Mr.  Samson  reviews  "The  March  of  Standardisa- 
tion" and  Messrs.  Montgomery  and  Leudtke  discuss  "The  Farmers  Interest  in 
Foreign  Markets". 

1 2 .     THE  HANDLING  OF  MANUSCRIPTS . 

Memorandum  No.  3U3  from  the  Office  of  the  Secretary  which  is  being 
distributed  to  the  field  offices  with  this  number  of  the  Bureau  News  dis- 
cusses the  handling  of  manuscripts.    The  bureau  wishes  to  follow  this 
memorandum  to  the  letter,  especially  the  part  that  relates  to  changes  in 
proof,  which  will  go  into  effect  at  once.    Authors  and  Division  Heads 
should  bear  it  in  mind  in  signing  all  memoranda  transmitting  manuscripts. 

Since  actual  manuscripts,  rather  than  proofs  are  now  to  be  reviewed 
m  other  bureaus,  it  will  be  necessary  to  supply  the  Division  of  Market 
Information  with  three  complete  copies.    Both  carbons  mast  agree  with  the 
original  submitted.     This  memorandum  makes  it  imperative  that  even  greater 
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care  than  formerly  "be  exercised  in  the  preparation,  review,  and  approval 
of  all  manuscripts. 

13 .  "  PERSONNEL  CHANGES  IN  THE  OFFICE  OF  TEE  CHIEF . 

Mr.  F.  J.  Hughes,  now  in  charge  of  Tha  Personnel  Section,  effective 
August  15,  will  become  Administrative  Assistant  to  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau, 
assisting  the  Chief  and  the  Associate  Chief  personally  in  maintaining  con- 
tacts with  division  and  project  leaders  and  other  bureau  employees  and  in 
the  handling  of  administrative  matters  generally.     In  addition  to  his 
other  duties  he  will  continue  to  give  special  attention  to  personnel  mat- 
ters. 

Miss  Catherine  M.  Viehmann,  who  has  served  as  Private  Secretary  to 
the  Chief,  is  being  promoted  to  the  position  of  Editor  of  "The  Bureau 
News" ,  effective  upon  her  return  from  her  annual  vacation  early  in  Sep- 
tember.   Her  unusual  familiarity  with  bureau  matters,  it  is  felt,  will 
enable  her  to  render  valuable  assistance  in  further  developing  this  offi- 
cial organ  along  the  most  interesting  and  useful  lines. 

Mrs.  Ruth  Montgomery,  at  present  Editor  of  "The  Bureau  News",  who 
in  the  past  has  been  giving  some  attention  to  the  preparation  of  special 
articles  covering  various  activities  of  the  bureau,  will  devote  her  time 
exclusively  to  the  writing  of  such  articles  in  the  future. 

Mr.  A.  F.  Krueger,  at  present  serving  as  assistant  to  Mr.  Hughes, 
will  take  up  the  duties  of  Assistant,  In  Charge  of  Appointments. 

lU.     IN  THE  LIBRARY. 

The  Bureau  Library  has  on  file,  through  the  courtesy  of  the  Foreign 
Markets  Division,  a  collection  of  material  relating  to  the  Second  World 
Cotton  Conference  at  Liverpool  and  Manchester,  England,  June  13  to  22, 
1921.    This  collection  consists  of  advance  proofs  of  the  twenty-two  ad- 
dresses given  at  the  Conference,  one  of  which  is  Mr.  Meadows'  "Universal 
Standards  for  American  Cotton".    Mr.  Meadows'  address  is  reprinted  in  part 
in  the  Manchester  Guardian  Commercial  for  June  l6  and  commented  upon  on 
the  editorial  page  of  the  same  issue.     The  collection  contains  also  a 
"List  of  Delegates  and  Program"  of  the  Conference,  a  booklet  of  views  of 
the  "World's  Reservoir  for  Cotton",  which  shows  the  method  of  handling, 
weighing  and  transporting  it  in  the  Manchester  warehouses,  and  various 
clippings  from  the  Manchester  Guardian  of  June  23,  1921,  relating  to  the 
Conference.    One  of  the  booklets  presented  to  the  delegates  was  "Concern- 
ing Manchester",  which  was  prepared  by  the  Manchester  Reception  and  Enter- 
tainments Committee.     It  contains  interesting  views  of  the  historic  old 
city  and  copies  of  some  of  the  mural  paintings  in  the  Great  Town  Hail  of 
Manchester,  one  of  which  is  "The  Proclamation  Regarding  Weights  and 
Measures  A.D.  1 55^ • "    In  this  year  the  Court  Leet  of  the  Barony  of  Man- 
chester passed  an  edict  directing  all  weights  and  measures  to  be  sent  in 
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on  a  certain  day  to  be  tested,  which  throws  an  interesting  sidelight  on 
modern  efforts  to  standardize  weights  and  measures. 

The  Bureau  Library  has  cn  file  a  copy  of  the  American  number  of 
The  London  Times.     It  contains  many  articles  of  interest,  some  of  whicn 
are  the  following:    "Review  of  the  Year's  Finance",  which  devotes  a 
special  section  to  farmers  and  the  tariff;  "Farm  Vote  in  Politics  ,  which 
discusses  the  "Agricultural  bloc"  in  Congress  and  its  probaole  effect  on 
disarmament,  foreign  loans  and  the  tariff.    There  are  articles  entitled 
"Sugar;  Difficult  Times  for  Growers";  "Tobacco;  History  of  its  Growth  ; 
and"Cotton;  Hardships  of  the  Farmer".    "Negroes  as  Farmers"  is  a  subnead 
of  an  extensive  article  on  "The  Negro  of  Today".. 

BUREAU  BREVITIES 

15.  TWO  HUNDRED  MEMBERS  OF  BOYS  AND  GIRLS  CLUBS  visited  the  Bureau  of 
Markets  and  Crop  Estimates  Thursday  of  last  week  and  were  given  a  demon- 
stration of  the  wireless  reporting  service.    They  assembled  on  the  eighth 
floor  and  listened  to  music  and  market  reports.    Mr.  Wheeler,  of  the 
Division  of  Market  Information,  explained  the  wireless  system  of  market 
reporting  to  them.     They  also  visited  several  other  bureaus  in  the  depart- 
ment and  were  given  a  brief  address  by  Secretary  Wallace. 

16.  APPLICATIONS  FOR  63  GRAIN  WAREHOUSE  LICENSES  have  been  received 
from  the  Northwestern  Dock  and 'Elevator  Co.  of  Spokane,  Wash.    This  is 
the  largest  single  request  for  grain  warehouse  licenses  ever  filed  with 
this  bureau.    Messrs.  Carl  Nagel ,  A.  L.  Wilson  and  P.  E.  Brady,  all  of 
the  Warehouse  Division,  have  left  for  Spokane  to  inspect  these  warehouses 
and  Mr.  R.  C.  Rowland,  who  is  now  at  Los  Angeles,  will  join  them.  Other 
applications  are  pending.    Other  large  firms  are  interested  and  the  bankers 
of  Portland  have  endorsed  Federal  warehouses  and  have  recommended  that 
warehouses  become  licensed. 

17-       A.  L.  JERDAN  OF  THE  COLLEGE  OF  AGRICULTURE,  Knoxville,  Tenn. ,  as- 
sisted the  county  agent  of  Bedford  County,  Tenn.,  in  demonstrating  the 
value  of  the  cooperative  marketing  of  wool.     The  wool  growers  in  this 
county  delivered  Ul,300  pounds  of  wool  which  was  graded  by  Mr.  Jerdan  and  . 
sold  in  a  lump  to  a  single  bidder  at  prices  varying  from  10  cents  to  19.6 
cents  for  the  different  grades. 

IS.        TENTATIVE  RECOMMENDATIONS  as  to  the  organization  and  management  of 
live  stock  shipping  associations  were  drafted  at  a  meeting  held  in  Chicago 
July  11  to  15.    T  ?se  were  formulated  by  Messrs.  S.  W.  Doty,  Illinois; 
Frank  Ro bo tka,  Iowa;  Ralph  Loomis,  Missouri;  F.  G.  Katner,  Ohio;  T.  D. 
Morse,  Missouri;  F.  M.  Simpson,  Illinois;  W.  F.  Handschin,  Illinois;  V. 
Vaniman,  Illinois. 

19.        IN  RESPONSE  TO  A  REQUEST  FROM  MR.  LEO.  STUHR,  Secretary  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  of  Nebraska,  Mr.  F.  S.  Ruggles  of  this  bureau 
will  make  a  field  trip  through  the  potato  producing  sections  of  Nebraska 
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to  assist  in  the  organization  of  farmers  for  collective  marketing. 

20.  REQUESTS  FOR  SIMPLE  ESR&IBS  in  offices  located  in  the  "F"  build- 
ing  should  all  be  made  throvigh  Mr.  J.  F.  Pevare  of  this  bureau,  who  will 
O.K.  and  transmit  them  to  Mr.  H.  E.  Owen,  Assistant  Superintendent  of 
that  build-lag.

OF  OMAHA,  NEBR.,  which  was 
charged  with  violating  Section  5  of  the  grain  standards  Act  were  published 
by  the  Secretary  of  AgrisultBre  Aug.  2.    Publication  of  findings  is  the 
only  penalty  for  the  violation  of  this  section  of  the  Act.

Prof.  G.  F.  Warren,  of  Cornell  University,  who  has  recently  been 
added  to  the  staff  of  the  oureau  as  Consulting  Specialist,  will  leave  for 
Europe  at  an  early  date  to  make  a  special  study  of  the  present  system  of 
crop  reporting  and  cf  agricultural  conditions  generally.    He  will  visit 
the  principal  European  countries  and  will  probably  return  some  time  in 
January.    Frof .  Warren  has  recently  completed  a  bulletin  on  Prices  of 
Farm  Products  in  the  United  States  which  will  be  published  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture.

Mr.  John  Dennee,  Field  Statistician  for  the  State  of  Georgia  with 
headquarters  at  Atlanta,  served  as  a  member  of  the  Crop  Reporting  Board 
which  prepared  and  issued  the  Government  cotton  report  Aug.  1.  This 
report  shows  the  lowest  July  25  condition  and  the  lowest  forecast  of 
production  recorded  in  more  than  one  quarter  of  a  century.

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1.      LEGISLATIVE  MATTERS  OF  INTEREST  TO  TEE  BUREAU. 

A  conference  report  on  the  "Packer  Bill",  EJRt  6320,  has  been 
adopted  by  both  houses.    According  to  the  statement  of  Mr.  Haugen,  the 
Chairman  of  the  Agricultural  Committee  of  the  House,  "this  bill  as  a- 
greed  to  in  conference  is  substantially  the  same  as  it  was  passed  by 
the  House.  It  gives  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  complete  visit- 

orial,  inquisitorial,  supervisory,  and  regulatory  power  over  the  pack- 
ers and  stockyards «.    It  extends  over  every  ramification  of  the  pack- 
ers and  stockyard  transactions  in  connection  with  the  packing  busi- 
ness.   It  provides  for  ample  court  review."  *** 

Senate  Resolution  No,  110,  to  investigate  activities  of  the  Na- 
tional Grain  Dealers  Association  and  other  organisations  engaged  in 
combating  legislation  for  the  relief  of  agriculture  was  reported  from 
the  Committee  on  Agriculture  and  Forestry  without  amendment. 

On  Aug.  9j  tbe  Senate  passed  the  bill  (H.R.  5&76),  to  be  known 
as  "The  Future  Trading  Act,  taxing  contracts  for  the  sale  of  grain 
for  future  delivery,  and  options  for  such  contracts,  and  providing  for 
the  regulation  of  Eoards  of  Trade,  and  requested  a  conference  with  the 
House  on  the  same.    She  purpose  of  this  bill  as  summarized  by  Mr.  Cap- 
per is  to  correct:    Market  manipulation  by  large  operators,  promiscuous 
and  unrestricted  speculation  in  foodstuffs,  dissemination  of  false  crop 
information,  gambling  in  indemnities  or  "puts"  and  "calls",  arbitrary 
interference  with  the  law  of  supply  and  demand. 

Joint  Commission  of  Agricultural  Inquiry  -  H.C.  Resolution  26 
has  been  adopted  by  both  Houses,  extending  the  time  for  the  completion 
of  the  investigation  by  the  Joint  Commission  of  Agricultural  Inquiry 
to  the  first  Monday  in  January,  1922. 

On  Aug.  k,  the  Senate  passed  a  bill  (S  IQ.15)  to  amend  the  "War 
Finance  Corporation  Act" ,  in  order  to  provide  rclxef  to  producers  and 
dealers  in  agricultural  products.    In  substance,  this  bill  recreates 
the  War  Finance  Corporation  and  clothes  it  with  certain  powers.  It 
provides  that  whenever  the  Soard  of  Directors  of  the  Corporation  shall 
be  of  the  opinion  that  conditions  arising  out  of  the  war,  or  out  of  the 
disruption  of  foreign  trade;  created  by  the  war,  have  resulted  in  or 
may  result  in  an  abnormal  surplus  accumulation  of  any  staple  agri- 
cultural product  of  the  United  States,  and  that  the  ordinary  banking 
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facilities  are  inadequate  to  enable  producers  of  or  dealers  in  such 
products  to  carry  them  until  they  can  he  sold  for  export  hi  an  or- 
dinary meaner,  the  Corporation  shall  thereupon  he  empowered  to  make 
advances  zo  producers  and  dealers  -under  certain  conditions  from  a 
fund  of  $100,000,000  appropriated  for  that  purpose. 

2  .      B  CROPS  AHD  MARK5T3" 

Secretary  Wallace  has  approved  the  proposed  consolidation 
of  the  Monthly  Crop  Reporter  and  The  Market  Reporter  under  the  name 
"Crops  and  Markets".    Though  the  plans  for  the  new  publication  have 
not  as  yet  he  en  approved  by  the  Joint  Committee  on  Printing,  it  is 
probable  that  the  scheme  worked  out  at  a  conference  called  July  12 
by  Mr.  Harlan  Smith,  the  Director  of  Information,  will  be  followed. 
"Crops  and  Markets"  will  cover"  the  field  that  has  been  covered  by 
the  two  publications  and  will  be  issued  weekly.    A  feature  of  the 
plan  for  the  new  periodical  is  that  it  will  be  sent  to  all  of  the 
voluntary    crop  reporters  who  contribute  to  the  Crop  Raporter  in 
place  of  the  Weekly  News  Letter,  published  by  the  Department.  This 
will  result  In  a  smaller  edition  of  the  Weekly  News  Letter  and  will 
give  the  correspondents  of  the  Crop  Reporter  a  slightly  different 
class^  of  reading  matter  than  in  the  past,  as  "Crops  and  Markets"  will 
deal  only   with  crop  and  market  conditions  and  statistics  and  the 
Weekly  News  Letter  covers  the  activities  of  the  entire  Department. 
A  number  of  names  were  suggested  for  the  combined  publication  such 
as  "Statistical  and  Economic  Review",  "Agricultural  Reporter" ,  "Crop 
and  Market  Record",  "Farm  Products  Review",  "Agricultural  Review"  and 
"Farm  Products  and  Prices."

3.    ■  GRADUATE  STUDIES 

A  meeting  of  the  full  departmental  Committee  on  Graduate  Stud- 
ies was  held  in  the  office  of  Assistant  Secretary  Ball  Aug,  10  at  which 
plans  and  regulations  were  discussed  and  a  temporary  executive  com- 
mittee \vas  appointed  to  have  charge  of  formoiating  the  courses  of  study, 
arranging. for  lectures,  lecture .  rooms  and  to  consider  a  general  program 
to  be  followed  in  establishing  graduate  work  in  the  Department ,  The 
members  of  this  committee  are:    Prof.  W.  J,  Humphreys  of  the  Weather  Bu- 
reau; Prof.  L.  G.  Gray  of  the  Bureau  of  Markets  &nd  Crop  Estimates;  Dr. 
A.  L.  Quaintance  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology;  .Dr.  Cbarl3S  Them  of  the  Ra- 
reau  of  Chemistry    and  Mr.  W.  W.  Stockberger  of  the  Bureau  of  Plant  In- 
dustry.   The  committee  will  take  up  the  question  of  university  credits 
to  be  granted  for  work  done  under  departmental  supervision.  Review 
courses  of  studies  or  lectures  not  .-intended  for  graduate  courses  bit 
which  are  especially  needed  by  the  personnel  in  the  various  bureaus  are 
included  in  the  general  plan.    These  will  be  open  to  employas  of  the 
other  bureaus  and  to  interested  out-siders .    Graduate  courses  will  be 
offered  in  the  fundamental  sciences  and  in  economics  plant  breeding,

having  special  "bearing  on  the  work  of  the  various  "bureaus  will  prob- 
ably be  given  by  specialists  within  the  "bureaus.    It  was  suggested 
that  Prof.  Gray  who  is  in  charge  of  the  land  economic  studies  in  the 
Office  of  Farm  Management  take  charge  of  formulating  projected  courses 
in  economics,  Mr.  Frank  Andrews  of  the  Division  of  Crop  Estimates 
the  courses  in  statistical  matters  and  Mr.  Asher  Eohson  the  courses 
in  marketing. 

^ *      STUDIES  OF  GRAIN  GRADES  COMMENCED 

Dr,  John  Lee  Coulter,  Dean  of  the  West  Virginia  Agricultural 
College  and  Prof.  L.  A.  Fits  of  the  Kansas  Experiment  Station  arriv- 
ed in  Minneapolis  Aug.  3  and  have  begun  their  investigations  of  the 
Federal  grain  grades.    They  will  make  their  headquarters  in  the 
Flour  Exchange  Building,  a  room  having  "been  set  aside  for  them  there 
"by  Mr.  W.  H.  Eustis  the  owner  of  the  "building. 

5.  STATE  STATISTICS  ISSUED  BY  BUREAU  OF  THE  CENSUS 

Agricultural  statistics  for  the  following  States  and  their 
counties  have  been  published  "by  the  Bureau  of  the.  Census:  Alabama, 
Arizona,  California,  Colorado,  Connecticut,  Delaware,  District  of 
Columbia,  Florida,  Idaho,  Indiana,  Iowa,  Kentucky,  Maine,  Maryland, 
Massachusetts,  Minnesota,  Missouri,  Montana,  Nevada,  New  Hampshire, 
New  Jersey,  New  Mexico,  New  York,  North  Dakota,  Ohio,  Oregon,  Rhode 
Island,  Tennessee,  Utah,  Vermont,  Washington,  West  Virginia,  and 
Wisconsin. 

6.  VIOLATIONS  OF  GRAIN  STANDARDS  ACT 

Findings  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  just  issued  showed  sev- 
eral violations  of  Section  5  of  the  United  States  grain  standards  Act  "by 
the  Scroggins  Grain  Co.,  Minneapolis,  Minn.    Investigations  showed  a 
practice  on  the  part  of  this  firm  to  quote  prices  on  wheat  according  to 
the  Federal  grades  with  the  statement  added  "No  dockage"  .    When  the  wheat 
was  inspected  by  licensed  inspectors  it  was  found  to  contain  from  1  to  5 
per  cent  of  dockage  in  the  different  grades.    Notwithstanding  this  the 
Scroggins  Grain  Co*  disregarded  the  notation  of  dockage  on  the  certifi- 
cates -in  representing  the  grade  of  the  wheat  to  their .consignees  and 
invoiced  the  same  at  the  price  agreed  upon  in  the  contracts. 

7.  STIMULATING  FOOD  PRODUCTION  ■ 

Material  describing  and  illustrating  the  activities  of -the 
Federal  Government  in  stimulating  food  production  during  the  War  is 
being  assembled,  by  Mr.  Estabrook  for  the  International  Institution  of 
Agriculture  in  Rome  in  accordance  with  resolutions  adopted  at  the  meet- 
ing of  the  General  Assembly  at  Rome  last  November,  which  was  attended, 
by  Mr.  Estabrook  as  a  delegate  and  representative  of  the  Department 
of  Agriculture. 
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8.      OUTSIDE  PUBLICATION 

How  to  proceed  to  publish  outside  the  Department  is  a  ques- 
tion asked  with  increasing  frequency  as  continued  pressure  is  brought 
on  the  Department  to  set  free  all  facts  and  information  that  will  stim- 
ulate, aid  or  direct  the  farmer  or  the  public.    The  Department  is  glad 
to  have  its  workers  publish  through  outside  channels  any  such  material, 
as  is  not  suited  to  one  of  its  established  outlets.    Like  all  other 
large  organizations, . however s  it  must  of  necessity  know  in  some  detail 
just  how  such  contact  with  the  public  is  carried  on„ 

Articles  for  outside  publication  for  which  no  pay  will  be  re- 
ceived are  handled  easily  and  expeditiously.    In  this  btereau  they  are 
sent  to  the  Division  of  Market  Xnf oaaation  for  review  and  transmittal 
to  the  office  of  the  Assistant.  Secretary  for  approval.    The  author  sup- 
plies answers  to  the  following  queries?    Will  his  official  designation 
be  used  or  his  connection  with  the  Department  shown?    Title  of  Article? 
Name  of  Journal  to  publish  it?    Was  article  asked  for?      The  final  ap- 
proval is  sent  by  the  Division  of  Market  Xnf  ormation  to  the  author  who 
must  send  it  to  the  central!.  File  Rocra,  eventually*    The  author  tmas- 
mits  his  om  paper  to  the  journal  in  question  but  the  completed  letter 
with  all  enclosures  is  sent  to  the  Division  ox  Market  1'nf ormation  for 
review  before  being  mailed. 

The  Solicitors  Office  has  ruled  that  existing  regulations  act- 
ually prohi  bit  acceptance  of  pay  by  an  author  for  any  work  done  in  of- 
ficial hours  or  copied  in  official  hours  by  a  Department  worker.  If 
checks  are  received  for  such  work,  even  unexpectedly,  they  must  be  re- 
turned, to  comply  with  the  regulations  that  work  for  other  pay  cannot 
be  done  in  office  hours. 

Articles  or  books  prepared  for  pay  outside  of  office  hours  and 
not  typed  by  Department  workers  in  hears  are  construed  as  a  part  of 
"outside  work"  and  are  subject  to  sections  U3  and  l&  of  the  Adminis- 
trative Regulations.    'That  is  permission  must  be  secured  from  the 
Secretary's  Office  and  specific  statement  must  be  made  that  the  work 
was  done  out  of  official  hours .    If  the  text  does  not  relate  in  any 
way  to  the  work  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  the  Division  of  Mar- 
ket Information  does  not  ask  to  read  it,  but  authors  may  find  it  to 
advantage  to  senl  in  a  carbon  as  records  of  outside  publications  kept 
here  are  used  in  keeping  the  "Who's  Who"  cards  up  to  date,  in  preparing 
requests  for  promotions,  by  library  assistants  in  cataloguing,  by  the 
editor  in  keeping  the  Chief  and  the  Bureau  informed  regarding  publi- 
cation matters  and  in  other  ways. 

In  all  cases  the  Department  requires  that  copies  of  the  jour- 
nals carrying  the  articles  be  sent  to  the  Department,  unless  they  are 
received  there  automatically.    In  this  bureau  they  should  be  sent 
through  the  Division  of  Market  Information.

10.  P5CMPT  ACCOUNTING-  FOR  EXPENSES  OF  FUNDS  ADVANCED 

Effective  March  1,  1921,  the  Secretary  authorized  the  advancing 
by  the  disbursing  clerk  of  public  funds  to  employes  for  the  payment  of 
traveling  expenses.    This  procedure  has  been  a  great  accommodation  to 
men  in  travel  status  as  it  relieves  them  of  the  necessity  of  defraying 
official  expenses  from  their  personal  funds.    The  privilege  however  must 
not  be  abused  or  the  advances  may  be  discontinued.    The  disbursing  clerk 
has  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  one  of  our  men  who  recently  se- 
cured s\-i.ch  an  advance  of  public  funds,  did  not  submit  his  expense  account 
nor  turn  in  the  unexpended  balance  for  more  than  a  month  after  his  re- 
turn from  the  trip.    To  guard  against  a  repitition  of  this  unwarranted 
delinquency,  head  clerks  must  see  to  it  that  such  expense  accounts  and 
unused  public  funds  are  pronptly  turned  in  at  the.,  end  of  the  trip. 

11 .  LEA'-TB  WITHOUT  PAY  MUST  BE  APPROVED  IN  ADVANCE 

Notwithstanding  that  the  Administrative  Regulations  plainly 
state  that  leave  without  pay  must  be  approved  by  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the 
Department  and  that  in  no  case  shall  such  leave  be  taken  until  the  ap- 
plicant has  been  advised  of  its  approval,  several  instances  have  occurred 
recently  where  this  regulation  was  not  observed.    Attention  is  again 
called  to  the  necessity  for  the  advance  consideration  of  cases  of  this 
sort.

A  blue  print  machine  has  recently  been  installed  in  the  Photo- 
graphic Laboratory  and  it  is  urgently  requested  that  charts,  maps  and 
similar  studies  be  so  made  in  the  future  that  they  can  be  reproduced  on 
this  machine,  in  preference  to  the  photostat.    Not  only  is  the  Mae  print 
much  quicker  and  easier  to  produce  but  its  use  effects  a  saving  of  more 
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than  half  of  the  cost  of  a  photostatic  copy'.  Almost  any  work  that  can 
be  done  by  the  photostat  can  also  be  done-  by  the  blue  print  machine,  al- 
though as  blue  printing  is  a  contact  process  enlargements  and  reductions 
cannot  be  made. 

Ik.      UNIFORM  PROCEDURE

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1 .  IFGI SLATIVE  MATTERS  OF  INTEREST  TO  THE  BUREAU . 

S.  lgll,  An  Act  to  amend  the  Federal  Farm  Loan  Act,  has  been  signed 
'by  the  President.    This  bill  increases  the  rate  of  interest  on  farm  loan 
"bonds  from  5$  to  5-l/2#,  effective  until  June  30,  1923- 

H.R.  632O,  The  Packers  and  Stock  Yards  Act  1021,  has  been  signed  by 
the  President.    This  Act  places  the  supervision  and  regulation  of  the  pack- 
ers and  stock  yards  under  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture. 

H.R.  5676,  The  conferees  have  reached  an  agreement  on  the  grain 
future  trading  bill  and  the  report  has  been  submitted  but  has  not  been 
acted  on  by  either  house. 

2.  RADIO  SERVICE  TO  BE  DEVELOPED. 

Renewed  activity  in  the  radio  market  news  service  is  being  planned 
by  the  bureau  in  the  eight  months  beginning  Oct.  1.    As  atmospheric  condi- 
tions are  unfavorable  to  radio  communication  in  hot  weather  many  amateurs 
and  experimenters  discontinue  their  operations  during  the  summer.     It  is 
however  expected  that  with  the  coming  of  fall  the  interest  in  radio  activity 
will  increase.    Many  States  have  shown  a  keen  interest  in  the  development 
of  radio  news  service  covering  market.,  crop, and  weather  reports.  State 
cooperation  is  being  planned  by  this  bureau  and  will  be  taken  up  with  the 
various  States  within  range  of  the  radio  stations.     The  States  which  coop- 
erate will  be  asked  to  determine  the  agency  or  agencies  that  shall  work 
with  the  Federal  bureau  in  order  to  prevent  duplication  of  effort.  The 
handling  of  news  matter  will  necessarily  vary  with  the  different  States, 
depending  on  administrative  organization,  geographical  position,  climate 
and  other  factors. 

3 .  COTTON  MI&ETINCt  DEMONSTRATIONS . 

Eighty-five  substations  have  been  maintained  within  the  last  fiscal 
year  in  cooperation  with  the  State  extension  service  and  community  organi- 
zations of  cotton  growers  and  it  is  estimated  that  the  work  carried  on  at 
these  substations  has  netted  the  cotton  growers  a  tangible  net  profit  of 
$^,125,000.    Community  organizations  pay  all  of  the  expenses  of  the  sub- 
stations, including  the  salary  of  the  local  claoser  who  is  employed  by  the 
bureau  at  the  nominal  salary  of  $1  a  year.    These  local  classers  have 
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classed  approximately  ^50,000  bales  of  cotton  within  the  year.    In  each 
case  such  information  as  ■■■was  indicated  as  to  methods  of  selling  and  the 
factors  influencing  the  grade,  and  theref om  the  value  of  a  particular  ba~e 
was  given  the  grower  with  a  view  to  encouraging  the  production  of  a  superior 
article  and  improving  the  package  and  methods  of  handling  and  selling'.--  In- 
creases in  prices  received  ranged  from  a  half  a  cent  to  six  cents  a  pouna, 
depending  on  the  locality  and  whether  the  growers  sold  individually  or  col- 
lective] y.    Approximately  60,000  hales  of  cotton  were  sold  collectively  at 
an  average  saving  of  four  cents  a  pound  . 

U.     REPORTS  ON  TEE  PRESERVATION  OF  FRUITS  AND  VEGETABLES. 

Two  mimeographed  reports  have  recently  been  issued  by  the  Project  ox 
the  Preservation  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables  in  Transit  and  Storage,  one  on 
the  transportation  of  citrus  fruits  by  water  and  the  other  on  refrigerator 
car  heating.    "Factors  in  Water  Transportation  of  Citrus  Fruits  from  Cali- 
fornia",  is  the  title  of  the  preliminary  report  prepared  by  Mr.  L.  W  Collins, 
as  a  result  of  two  test  shipments  of  fruit  that  he  accompanied  through  the 
Panama  Canal.    Detailed  reports  are  being  prepared  but  the  circular  has  been 
issued  in  advance  to  make  certain  outstanding  features  available  to  the  in- 
dustries concerned.     The  report  considers  the  following  factors  which  enter 
into  the  transportation  of  fruit  by  water  routes  :    Necessary  advance  arrange- 
ments; assembling  fruit  at  docks;  loading,  stowing  and  bracing;  conditions 
affecting  time  in  transit;  ventilation  in  transit;  condition  of  fruit  in 
transit  and  unloading.

"Refrigerator  Car  Heating",  is  the  title  of  the  report  on  that  sub- 
ject prepared  by  Mr .  R.  R.  Pailthcrp,  Specialist,  and  Mr.  V.  G-.  Gib  sen, 
Investigator.     It  is  illustrated  with  photostats  which  show  the  proper 
methods  of  construction  for  heater  cars,  floor  racks,  bulk  heads,  loading, 
the  use  of  building  paper  and  graphs  which  show  the  temperatures  of  f raits 
carried  under  different  conditions.     The  report  is  the  result  of  investiga- 
tions carried  on  by  the  bureau  for  a  number  of  years.    These  investigations 
have  centered  chiefly  in  the  effectiveness  of  insulation  as  a  protective 
measure  and  have  sought  to  develop  a  system  of  heating  that  will  enable  the 
heat  to  be  equally  distributed  throughout  the  car  and  will  avoid  injury  of 
the  fruit  from  irregular  temperatures  and  other  causes.    Attention  is  called 
to  the  fact  that  even  though  an  effective  car  should  be  developed  immediately 
it  would  be  a  number  of  years  before  such  equipment  could  be  placed  in  actual 
service  and  to  the  importance  of  making  the  present  unsatisfactory  equipment 
more  effectual.     Some  of  the  subjects  discussed  in  the  report  are:    The  fun- 
damental principles  of  heating,  the  scope  of  the  investigations,  floor  racks, 
methods  of  loading,  methods  of  observation,  results  and  recommendations. 

5 .     FEDERAL  STANDARDS  PASTS  0?  SOUTH  CAROLINA  STANDARDS . 

The  Division  of  Markets  of  the  Clemson  College  Extension  Service  has 
been  given  authority  to  investigate  marketing  conditions  to  collect  and  dis- 
seminate market  information,  to  establish  grades,  to  provide  an  inspection 
service  for  fresh  fruit  and  vegetables,  to  license  inspectors  and  to  issue 
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certificates  of  inspection.    The  Division  of  Markets  is  given  full  author- 
ity to  conduct  such  investigations  as  may  be  necessary  to  obtain  data  con- 
cerning supply,  demand,  prevailing  movement  of  farm  products  including 
quantities  in  common  and  cold  storage.    The  section  authorising  standardi- 
sation work  provides  that  standards  "established  under  authority  of  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States"  shall  be  used  as  far  as  they  are  applicable. 
It  was  the  intention  of  the  legislature  that  the  standardization  and  inspec- 
tion law  should  be  nearly  self  supporting.    Charges  for  the  inspection 
service  cannot  exceed  $2.50  for  a  car  or  fraction  of  a  car. 

6 .  NAVY  INSPECTIONS  iq20-lQ21 . 

A  total  of  29,880,376  pounds  of  fruits  and  vegetables  were  inspected 
by  inspectors  of  this  bureau  for  the  Navy  during  the  last  year.  Inspections 
were  made  at  New  York,  Great  Lakes  Training  Station  and  San  Francisco  during 
the  entire  year  at  Boston  from  Nov.  7,  San  Diego  from  Jan.  26,  Norfolk  from 
Feb.  8  to  June  15  and  at  Philadelphia  since  April  1.    Of  the  amount  inspected 
2,032,359  pounds  were  rejected,  cuts  amounting  to  ll!+,932  pounds  were  made 
and  35,OlU  pounds  were  short  weight.    In  addition  to  this  work  for  the  Navy 
If 332,^72  pounds  were  inspected  for  the  Marine  Corps  in  Boston.  New  York, 
Philadelphia  and  San  Diego. 

7.  GARLICKY  WHEAT  STUDIED. 

The  marketing  of  garlicky  wheat  is  a  serious  and  important  problem 
in  the  State  of  Maryland  as  practically  all  of  the  wheat  raised  there  is 
more  or  less  tainted.    It  is  almost  impossible  to  eliminate  garlic  from 
wheat  and  the  odor  persists  throughout  the  milling  and  even  in  the  warm 
bread  during  baking.    A  special  investigation  of  the  subject  has  recently 
been  made  by  Mr.  T.  A.  Summers  and  Mr.  J,  H.  Shollenberger  of  the  Grain  Divi- 
sion, for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  how  wheat  is  purchased  from  producers 
as  regards  grade  and  price  at  the  primary  grain  markets  of  Maryland  and  the 
effect,  if  any,  upon  the  producer.     Samples  of  wheat  in  all  stages  of  pre- 
paration for  milling  were  studied. 

Millers  were  unanimous  in  saying  that  the  presence  of  garlic  greatly 
decreased  the  milling  value  for  a  number  of  reasons ,  such  as  the  greater 
risks  from  spoilage,  the  extra  cleaning  and  preparation  required  for  milling, 
the  lower  flour  yields,  the  greater  cost  of  manufacturing,  and  the  lower 
market,  value  of  the  flour.  - 

Garlic  bulblets  range  in  size  from  that. of  a  kernel  of  wheat  to  that 
of  a  pea  seed.    The  specific  gravity  of  the  bulblets  is  less  than  a  wheat 
kernel  though  this  varies  with  the  season  and  the  general  weather  conditions. 
They  are  heaviest  at  harvest  time  as  later  the  moisture  evaporates  and  the 
bulblets  become  lighter.    The  greater  risk  of  spoilage  of  wheat  is  due  to 
the  fermentative  or  germinative  action  in  wheat  which  is  started  by  the  ab- 
sorption of  moisture  from  the  garlic  bulblets.    This  is  a  slow  process  and 
danger  from  spoilage  is  slight  where  grain  is  moved  or  handled  frequently. 
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A  number  of  special  cleaners  for  removing  garlic  have  been  devised 
and  put  on  the  market,  but  none  of  them  are  entirely  satisfactory.  Some 
of  them  remove  too  much  wheat  and  some  remove  too  little  garlic.     The  forty 
seven  samples  of  wheat  from  farm  wagons,  elevators,  "bins,  and  mills  which 
were  studied,  shcxved  "before  cleaning  an  average  content  of  ?9-3  buioleis 
per  thousand  grams.     Tt  was  also  noted,  that  the  condition  in  which  the 
bulblets  happened  to  be  had  more  of  an  effect  on  the  resulting  odor  than 
the  number  present.     Those  full  of  juice,' contaminate  flour  much  more  read- 
ily than  those  which  are  dryer.    One  of  the  serious  results  of  the  presence 
of  garlic  is  the  clogging  of  the  corrugations  of  the  rolls  in  the  mills,  so 
that  they  cannot  function  properly.    Under  such  circumstances  it  is  some- 
times necessary  for  the  mills  to  shut  down  two  or  three  times  a  day  and 
wash  the  rolls.    This  slows  up  the  work,  reduces  the  output  and  increases 
the  cost  of  production  per  unit.     There  is  little  or  no  demand  for  garlicky 
flour  which  is  used  chiefly  for  blending  with  sweet  flours.     The  mills  have 
to  discount  the  flour  when  it  is  sold,  discounts  varying  from  25  cents  tc 
$1.00  per  bushel. 

S.     ANNUAL  REPORTS.. 

The  annual  reports  from  each  project  are  now  due.    ^hiie  most  cf 
these  reports  have  been  received  there  are  still  a  few  to  be  submitted  and 
project  leaders  are  requested  to  file  them  at  the  earliest  possible  moment. 

3.    LEAVE  OF  ABSENCE  WHILE  PERFORMING-  OFFICIAL  TRAVEL . 

Tn  connection  with  Article  111  of  the  Administrative  Handbook,  it 
is  necessary  for  project  and  division  leaders  who  recommend  requests  for 
leave  while  traveling  on  official  business,  to  forward  them  to  the  Central 
Office  of  the  Branch  of  Operation  for  the  initials  of  the  Time  Clerk  end 
to  Mr.  3ailey  for  approval.    Reimbursement  vouchers  are  checked  tc  see 
whether  the  leave  has  or  has  not  been  taken,  and  the  form  is  then  sent  tc 
the  Section  of  Audits  and  Accounts  to  be  made  a  part  of  the  permanent  record 
of  the  letters  of  authorization. 

1 0 .     TWO  WEEKS  REQUIRED  FOR  REI NSTA12MEICT . 

Several  requests  for  reinstatement  have  been  received  recently  with 
the  request  that  the  reinstatement  be  made  immediately.    Attention  is  called 
to  the  fact  that  in  completing  a  reinstatement  it  is  necessary  to  establish 
with  the  Civil  Service  Commission  the  eligibility  of  the  candidate.  From 
ten  days  to  two  weeks  are  required  to  secure  action  on  these  cases  through 
the  Civil  Service  Commission.     It  is  therefore  requested  that  reinstatements 
be  made  effective  not  sooner  than  two  weeks  from  the  date  upon  which  the 
recommendation  is  submitted  and  that  negotiations  with  employees  whose  re- 
instatement is  under  consideration  be  handled  on  this  basis.

12.        A  COMMUNITY  MARKET  OB.  PRODUCE  EXCHANGE  may  be  .  established  in  Detroit, 
Mich.    Tentative  plans  provide  that  it  shall  be  governed  on  an  equal  basis 
by  business  men  and  producers  and  that  markets  be  established  in  the  resi- 
dence sections  and  linked  with  a  central  market  which  would  be  equipped 
with  a  storage  plant  and  other  facilities.    These  markets  would  not  be  oper- 
ated for  financial  gain  but  only  for  the  benefit  of  the  producer  and  con- 
sumer. 

13-        THE  GRAND  JUNCTION  COLO.  FIELD  STATION  ON  POTATOES  will  probably 
not  be  operated  this  season  because  of  the  necessity  of  limiting  the  activi- 
ties of  the  news  service.    There  will  be  no  field  service  on  apples  at 
Martinsburg,  W.  Va. ,  because  of  the  greatly  reduced  crop.    Definite  an- 
nouncement regarding  the  station  at  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  cannot  be  made  until 
a  later  date. 

lh.        THE  NEW  HAMPSHIRE  LEGISLATURE  appropriated  $10,000  for  marketing 
work  in  the  State  for  the  two  year  period  between  the  regular  sessions. 
The  Maine  legislature  appropriated  $5,225  for  marketing  for  the  fiscal  year 
beginning  July  1,  1921,  an  increase  of  $1,000  over  last  year's  appropria- 
tion. 

15.  A  WAREHOUSE  LAW  HAS  BEEN  PASSED  IN  SOUTH  CAROLINA  which  provides 
for  the  regulation  of  storage,  grading  and  marketing  of  cotton  and  other 
"non  perishable"  products.

18.  THE  TEMPORARY  MARKET  NEWS  SERVICE  AT  KEARNEY,  NE3R. ,  -as  closed 
Aug.  13.    Mr.  0.  D.  Miller,  who  was  in  charge,  will  operate  a  similar  ser- 
vice at  Alliance,  Nebr.,  beginning  the  latter  part  of  this  week. 

19.  THE  FIRST  REPORT  ON  F.O.B.  PRICES  OF  NORTHWESTERN  APPLES  was  released 
from  the  Spokane  office  Aug.  12.    The  regular  news  service  on  apples  will 
not  be  begun  at  Spokane  until  about  Sept.  8. 

20.  THE  NAVY  INSPECTION  OFFICE  AT  NORFOLK,  VA. ,  will  be  reopened  early 
in  September.    Mr.  H.  H.  Henderson  of  the  New  York  staff  of  the  Fruit  ana 
Vegetable  Division  will  proceed  to  Norfolk  about  Sept.  1  and  will  be  in 
charge  of  the  work  there..

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1.  WORE  WITH  WAR  FINANCE  CORPORATION  BEGUN. 

This  bureau  will  cooperate  with  the  War  Finance  Corporation,  which 
will  finance  200,000  bales  of  cotton  for  the  Oklahoma  Cotton  Growers  Asso- 
ciation and  the  300,000  bales  for  the  Texas  Farm  Bureau  Federation,  by 
placing  four  men  in  the  field  to  take  charge  of  the  supervision  of  the 
warehouses  and  the  classing  of  the  cotton.    These  men  will  be  Mr.  R-  I. 
Newton  and  Mr.  R.  D.  Cuningham  of  the  Tall  as  office  of  the  Warehouse  Divi- 
sion, who  will  inspect  warehouses  and  equipment  and  Mr.  David  Griffith  and 
Mr.  George  Butterworth  of  the  Cotton  Division  who  will  class  the  cotton. 
Mr.  Cuidngham  will  pass  on  warehouses  for  the  Oklahoma  Cotton  Growers  Asso- 
ciation and  Mr.  Newton  will  do  the  same  for  the  Texas  Farm  Bureau  Federa- 
tion. 

In  making  recommendations  as  to  the  cooperation  to  be  furnished  by 
this  bureau,  the  War  Finance  Corporation  explained  that  while  it  was  desir- 
able that  the  warehouses  in  which  the  cotton  was  to  be  stored  should  be 
licensed  under  the  U.  S.  warehouse  Act  this  could  not  be  made  a  condition 
of  the  loans.    Arrangements  have  been  made  however  whereby  the  warehouses 
in  which  this  cotton  is  stored  will  come  under  practically  the  same  regu- 
lations as  those  which  are  licensed.    This  will  include  original  inspec- 
tions of  warehouses  to  determine  their  suitability  for  cotton  storage,  sub- 
sequent inspections  at  irregular  intervals  to  determine  the  qualifications 
of  weighers,  submitting  of  monthly  reports  as  to  insurance,  amounts  of 
cotton  on  hand,  monthly  receipts  and  shipments  and  other  minor  information. 

2.  LEGISLATION  OF  INTEREST  TO  THE  BUREAU. 

The  conference  report  on  the  urgency  deficiency  bill  was  accepted 
by  the  House  Aug.  2k  and  has  been  signed  by  the  President.     This  bill  car- 
ried an  appropriation  of  $200,000  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture  for 
carrying  out  the  Packer  Control  Act. 

The  War  Finance  Corporation  has  announced  that  negotiations  for  ad- 
vances to  finance  the  exportation  of  agricultural  products  involving  ap- 
proximately $26,000,000  are  nearing  completion.     The  seven  transactions 
under  consideration  are:    200,000  bales  of  cotton  for  the  Oklahoma  Cotton 
Growers  Association;  300,000  bales  of  cotton  for  the  Texas  Farm  Bureau  As- 
sociation; 25,000,000  pounds  of  prunes  for  the  California  Prune  and  Apricot 
Growers  Inc.;  11,500,000  bushels  of  wheat  for  the  Wheat  Growers'  Associa- 
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tions  of  the  States  of  Vashir      a,  Idaho  and  Montana  and  2,000,000  "bushels 
of  wheat  for  the  Oregon  Cooperative  Grain  Association. 

3 .  COTTON  CROP  OE  iq21-22  PROMT SES  TO  BE  THE  SMALLEST  SINCE  lgq5. 

According  to  studies  made  by  the  Cotton  Division  the  cotton  crop  of 
1921-22  promises  to  be  the  smallest  since  1895 >  during  which  year  the 
American  cotton  crop  amounted  to  approximately  7>150,000  bales.    The  de- 
creased acreage,  ravages  of  the  boll  weevil  and  adverse  weather  conditions 
are  the  causes  to  which  the  small  production  is  attributed. 

It  is  estimated  that  under  present  conditions  about  8,200,000  bales 
will  be  produced,  which  added  to  the  approximate  carryover  in  America  from 
last  season  which  is  estimated  at  about  6,500,000  bales,  will  bring  the 
total  supply  for  1921-22  to  approximately  14, 700,000  bales.    The  world's 
consumption  of  American  cotton  as  indicated  by  commercial  figures  in  1912-13 
reached  14, 750,000  bales;  in  1913-14,  14,250,000  bales;  in  1914-1 5,  13,750,- 
000  bales,  and  in  1915-16,  15,000,000  bales.    The  world's  consumption  of 
American  cotton  for  the  year  1920-21,  has  been  estimated  by  commercial 
agencies  at  approximately  10,000,000  bales. 

4 .  SEED  REPORTS  IN  THE  MARKET  REPORTER . 

The  bulk  of  the  grass  and  clover  seed  entering  commercial  channels 
is  sold  by  growers  shortly  after  harvest.    Occasionally  some  seed  is  con- 
tracted for  before  it  is  harvested  and  in  some  seasons  the  growers  hold  the 
seed  for  several  months  after  harvesting  and  thrashing  with  the  expectation 
of  obtaining  higher  prices. 

The  seed  reporting  service  of  the  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed  Division  issues 
two  kinds  of  reports  during  the  summer  and  fall  when  the  field  seeds  are 
passing  from  growers'  hands  to  the  larger  seedsmen  located  at  important 
distributing  points .    These  are  known  as  outlook  and  movement  reports.  Tr.e 
outlook  report  on  timothy  seed,  for  example,  gives  the  farmer  in  southern 
Minnesota  who  has  seed  for  sale  an  unbiased  report  of  how  the  acreage  and 
yield  per  acre  for  the  current  year  compare  with  that  of  the  preceding  year 
not  only  in  his  own  section  but  also  in  a]l  other  important  producing  s po- 
tions.     Similar  information  is  gi^en  for  red  clover,  alfalfa,  red^cp,  c*>d 
other  crops  about  the  time  when  each  is  being  harvested.    The  outlook  re- 
port for  a  given  kind  of  seed  is  followed  at  intervals  of  two  or  three 
weeks  by  the  movement  report,  which  gives  th?  percentage  of  the  crop  thac 
has  left  the  hands  of  growers  in  various  sections  at  the  time  of  the  report, 
together  with  prices  being  paid  and  quality  of  the  seed.    The  grower  can 
determine  from  the  movement  reports  whether  prevailing  prices  are  satis- 
factory to  growers  in  various  sections  and  whether  he  is  receiving  a  fair 
price  for  his  seed. 

By  the  time  most  of  the  seed  has  been  shipped  from  country  producing 
points,  a  shipment  report  is  issued  for  each  kind  of  seed  showing  how  ship- 
ments made  during  the  current  season  compare  with  those  of  last  year  and 
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also  how  stocks  held  by  country  shippers  this  year  compare  with  stocks 
at  a  corresponding  time  last  year.     In  the  absence  of  actual  production 
figures,  the  shipment  figures  furnish  the  farmer  with  the  best  indicator 
of  the  relative  size  of  the  seed  crop  for  the  two  years. 

The  farmer  who  has  to  buy  seed, -and  there  are  more  buyers  of  seed 
among  farmers  than  sellers,-  gets  an  excellent  idea  of  the  size  of  seed 
crops,  prices,  quality  of  seeds ,  and  other  information,  from  these  out- 
look, movement  and  shipment  reports  before  he  is  ready  to  buy  seed.  Most 
farmers  wait  until  February,  March,  or  April  to  buy  grass  and  clover  seed 
for  spring  planting  and  so  information  is  given  describing  the  general 
supply,  demand  ,  and  prices  of  seeds  at  twelve  important  distributing 
points  during  these  months  and  also  for  January  and  May  to  assist  them  in 
making  seed  purchases  intelligently. 

All  these  reports,  namely,  outlook,  movement,  shipment,  and  weekly 
review,  are  piblished  in  The  Market  Reporter  and  are  of  interest  to  the 
buyer  as  well  as  to  the  seller  of  seeds..    Some  of  this  information  may  be 
obtained  from  a  commercial  source  at  a  subscription  price  of  $100.00  but 
is  free  of  charge  to  those  making  application  and  shewing  a  need  for  The 
Market  Reporter. 

5.  COOPERATIVE  LAW  IN  SOUTH  CAROLINA.  - 

A  law  providing  for  the  organization  of  associations  with  and  with- 
out capital  stock  and  for  issuing  preferred  stock,  by  capital  stock  asso- 
ciations has  been  passed  by  the  General  Assembly  of  South  Carolina.  The 
intention  of  the  act  is  "to  promote,  foster  and  encourage  the  intelligent 
and  orderly  marketing  of  agricultural  products  through  cooperation  and  to 
eliminate  speculation  and  waste  and  to  make  the  distribution  of  agricul- 
tural products  as  direct  as  can  be  efficiently  done  between  the  producer 
and  consumer  and  to  stabilize  the  marketing  problems  of  agricultural  prod- 
ucts." 

6.  SEED  TO  BE  CERTIFIED  BY  OHIO  STATE  UNIVERSITY. 

Seed  will  be  certified  by  the  Ohio  State  University  this  fall  ac- 
cording to  information  given  by  Prof.  Hanger,  Secretary  of  the  Ohio  Seed 
Improvement  Association.    To  be  certified,  varieties  must  be  free  from 
chess,  cockle,  rye  and  stinking  smut  and  contain  not  less  than  .5  of  Vfo  of 
other  varieties.    Four  classes  of  wheat  are  now  grown  in  Ohio  -  Common 
White,  Soft  Red  Winter,  Hard  Red  Winter  and  Hard  Red  Spring.    Many  of  the 
country  elevator  managers  are'  not  familiar  with  different  classes  of  wheat 
and  mix  classes  when  shipping  in  carload  lots,  which  results  in  a  grade  of 
mixed  wheat. 

7.  BONDED  WAREHOUSES  POPULAR, 

The  movement  for  Federal  bonded  warehouses  for  the  storing  of  agri- 
cultural products  has  received  an  impetus  during  the  past  few  months  that 
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far  outstrips  the  progress  made  since  the  passage  of  the  United  States 
warehouse  Act  "by  Congress  in  I91S.     This  has  been  due  largely  to  tight 
money  and  the  pressing  need  of  the  farmer  for  a  high  grade  form  of  col- 
lateral on  which  to  borrow  money  so  that  he  can  carry  his  crops  until  a 
favorable  time  for  marketing;  also  to  the  fact  that  when  the  War  Finance 
Corporation  was  considering  a  loan  of  $5,000,000  to  the  Staple  Cotton  Co- 
operative Association  the  need  was  felt  for  trustworthy  and  thoroughly 
competent  supervision  of  the  warehousing  and  classification  of  the  cotton 
pledged  as  security  for  loans,  and  the  Bureau  of  Markets  and  Crop  Esti- 
mates having  such  machinery  already  in  existence  was  placed  in  charge  of 
the  work. 

Erom  the  time  the  Act  was  passed  in  1916  until  April  1,  1920,  few 
warehousemen  sought  to  take  advantage  of  the  provisions  of  the  legisla- 
tion.   Only  23  cotton  warehouses  with  a  combined  capacity  of  ^0,050  hales, 
and  5  grain  warehouses  with  a  combined  capacity  of  136,000  bushels  were 
licensed  during  the  four  year  period.    A  year  later  the  records  showed 
23S  cotton  warehouses  with  ^29,975  bales  capacity  and  56  grain  warehouses 
with  2,103,U00  bushels  capacity  licensed.    Five  wool  warehouses  were  also 
licensed.    But  during  the  few  months  since  April  licenses  covering  addi- 
tional cotton  warehouses  with  capacity  nearly  equal  to  that  of  those  li- 
censed during  the  entire  four  year  period  have  "been  issued. 

Many  applications  for  licensing  grain  warehouses  are  being  received, 
and  indications  point  to  a  heavy  demand  from  the  large  grain  elevator 
companies  of  the  Northwest  in  the  near  future.    An  application  was  re- 
ceived recently  from  one  corporation  controlling  63  elevators  in  Washing- 
ton and  Idaho.     Another  application  covers  the  licensing  of  a  line  of  14 
elevators:  and  still  another  a  line  of  150  elevators.    Nineteen  licensed 
wool  warehouses  capable  of  handling  about  one-sixth  of  the  entire  wool 
clip  of  the  United  States  were  recently  reported,  and  applications  from 
several  other  large  wool  houses  are  pending. 

Thus  far  two  totacco  warehouses  have  been  licensed,  with  several 
applications  pending.     It  is  felt  that  when  the  work  of  tobacco  standardi- 
zation has  been  completed  many  tobacco  warehouses  will  seek  to  avail  them- 
selves of  the  benefits  of  the  Act. 

"The  inspection  service,"  states  a  warehouseman  in  South  Carolina, 
"maintained  by  the  Bureau  of  Markets  and  Crop  Estimates  is  very  complete, 
as  the  inspectors  are  all  high-grade  men  who  know  their  business.  Cotton, 
insurance,  books,  and  condition  of  warehouse  are  inspected  regularly  and 
report  made  to  the  department  in  Washington.     This  system  is  the  only  one 
that  gives  them  any  certain  grades  on  certificates,  correct  weights,  and 
knowledge  that  there  is  an  ample  bond  to  protect  their  loans.     After  con- 
ducting our  plant  under  Federal  supervision  for  two  seasons  we  can  strongly 
recommend  the  system." 
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3.    IffiCOMMENDATIONS  FOR  BOM."       3QULD  BE  MADE  PROMPTLY. 

The  attention  of  heads  of.  divisions  and  projects  is  called  to  the 
necessity  for  submitting  reci  -nendations  for  the  $2140  "bonus  temporary 
increase  in  compensation  proui^ sly  at  the  expiration  of  thirty  days  satis- 
factory service  of  new  employes.    A  number  of  recommendations  have  been 
submitted  recently  requesting  the  temporary  increase  effective  retrc£  3tive 
two  months  or  longer.    Failure  to  make  recommendation  promptly  at  the  ex- 
piration of  thirty  days  may  result  in  the  employee  being  deprived  of  the 
bonus  for  such  time  as  the  recommendation  was  delayed.    Possible  criticism 
of  the  bureau  may  also  be  avoided  by  making  these  recommendations  promptly 

9  .    NOTIFICATION  OF  APPOINTMENTS . 

Hereafter  the  Personnel  Section  instead  of  preparing  a  letter  of 
transmittal  for  all  appointment  actions  affecting  personnel,  will  use  a 
multigraphed  form  for  this  purpose.    When  the  appointee  is  stationed  in 
Washington,  the  notification  will  be  sent  through  the  division  leader  and 
when  the  appointee  is  stationed  in  the  field,  through  the  division  leader 
and  responsible  branch  office  representative,  to  be  delivered  by  division 
leader  or  field  representative  directly  to  the  employee  involved,  after 
the  required  data  has  been  abstracted.    This  simplified  procedure  has  been 
adopted  in  the  interest  of  economy  of  time  and  material. 

10.  THE  USE  OF  THE  MESSENGER  POOL . 

The  messenger  boy  pool  is  intended  to  serve  those  projects  which 
do  not  have  boys  of  their  own  and  to  answer  emergency  calls  from  other 
projects.    Since  on  an  average,  there  are  only  three  boys  available  in  the 
pool  it  is  necessary  that  their  services  be  limited  to  those  persons  who 
actually  need  them.    Some  calls  have  come  for  boys  from  the  pool  to  make 
trips  especially  long  ones  or  trips  in  the  rain,  when  boys  were  available 
who  belonged  to  the  projects  making  the  calls.    Projects  and  divisions 
which  continue  such  practices  hereafter  will  be  denied  the  use  of  the  pool 
Only  one  boy  at  a  time  can  be  detailed  from  the  pool  to  take  the  place  of 
a  boy  on  annual  leave  and  arrangements  will  have  to  be  made  in  advance  for 
such  detail.

12.  CIRCULAR  NO.  79  FROM  THE  OFFICE  OF  THE  SECRETARY  is  being  distributed 
to  field  offices  with  this  week's  issue  of  the  Bureau  News.    It  announces 
the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  make  a  survey  of  all  of  the  buildings 
occupied  by  the  Department  .particularly  laboratories,  with  a  view  to  taking 
such  steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  guard  against  explosions  and  fires. 
Memorandum  No.  3^  from  the  office  of  the  Secretary  is  also  being  circulated 
to  the  field  offices.    It  contains  certain  amendments  to  the  Administrative 
Regulations  in  regard  to  reinstatement. 

13.  STANDARD  GRADES  FOR  A  NUMBER  OF  VEGETABLES  have  been  promulgated  in 
Colorado  by  Mr.  W.  F.  Allewelt,  Director  of  the  State  Division  of  Marketing. 
Inmost  instances  these  grades  are  those  recommended  by  the  Federal  Bureau 
of  Markets  and  Crop  Estimates  with  only  such  modifications  as  are  necessary 
to  make  them  applicable  to  Colorado  products.    Mr.  H.  W.  Samson  of  this 
bureau  recently  spent  some  time  in  Colorado  assisting  Mr.  Allewelt  in  the 
formulation  of  these  grades. 
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lU.        THE  POTATO  GROWERS  OF  WASHINGTON  STATE  recently  voted  in  conference 
to  accept  as  official  grades  for  inspection  the  No.  1  and  No.  2  grades  for 
potatoes  recommended  by  this  bureau.    After  the  conference  Mr.  C.  L.  Robin- 
son, State  Supervisor  of  Horticulture,  and  Mr.  F.S.  Kinsey,  Supervising 
Inspector  of  the  Federal  Bureau  instructed  thirty  inspectors  and  deputies 
from  all  over  the  State  in  the  Federal  method  of  inspecting  fruits  and 
vegetables  and  issuing  grade  certificates. 

15.  GRAIN  GRADING  DEMONSTRATIONS  were  conducted  at  the  Annual  Farmer 
Encampment  recently  held  at  the  Utah  State  Agricultural  College,  by  Mr. 
George  Stewart,  who  is  an  instructor  in  field  crops  there  and  also  a  li- 
censed grain  inspector.    Complete  information  on  the  various  grading  factors 
and  thorough  instructions  as  to  how  such  factors  affect  the  grade  of  wheat 
were  given  farmers.

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2.  MR.  MORRILL  APPOINTED  AS  ST  ST  ANT  TO  THE  SECRETARY. 

Mr.  Chester  Morrill,  Assistant  Chief  of  this  bureau,  has  been  ap- 
pointed Assistant  to  the  Secretary  1  until  further  order"  to  handle  the 
work  of  administering  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act  and  the  Grain  Future 
Trading  Act.     This  work  will  be  carried  on  under  the  personal  direction 
of  the  Secretary  and  will  be  independent  of  this  bureau  for  the  present 
at  least. 

3.  MR.  C  W.  PUGSLEY  TO  BE  ASSISTANT  SECRETARY . 

The  announcement  that  Mr.  C  W.  Pugsley  will  succeed  Dr.  E.  D. 
Ball  as  Assistant  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  has  been  made  by  President 
Harding.    Dr.  Ball's  resignation  will  take  effect  Oct.  1.    Mr.  Pugsley  is 
now  editor  of  the  Nebraska  Farmer,  a  position  he  has  held  for  a  number  of 
years.    He  graduated  from  the  University  of  Nebraska  in  I906  and  became 
Assistant  Professor  of  Animal  Husbandry  in  that  institution  in  I9O8.  His 
connection  with  the  University  of  Nebraska  continued  until  I9I8, during 
which  time  he  served  successively  as  Professor  of  Farm  Management  and  as 
Director  of  Extension.    He  was  also  State  Statistical  Agent  from  I9IO  to 
191*+.     In  May  1913  Mr.  Pugsley  was  a  delegate  to  the  International  Insti- 
tute of  Agriculture  at  Rome  and  a  member  of  the  American  Committee  for 
the  Investigation  of  Credits  and  Marketing  Systems  in  Europe. 

k.     DEPARTMENTAL  COMMITTEE  ON  EFFICIENCY. 

The  Secretary  has  appointed  a  Departmental  Committee  to  consider 
the  outlines  of  an  efficiency  system  drawn  up  in  the  Bureau  of  Efficiency 
and  about  to  be  promulgated  throughout  the  entire  Government  service. 
This  Committee  consists  of  Col.  W.  B.  Greeley,  Forester,  Dr.  W.  A.  Taylor 
Chief,  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry,  Dr.  John  R.  Mohler,  Chief,  Bureau  of 
Animal  Industry,  Mr.  Leon  M.  Estabrook,  Associate  Chief,  Bureau  of  Market 
and  Crop  Estimates,  and  Dr.  W.  W.  Skinner,  Assistant  Chief,  Bureau  of 
Chemistry. 

5.     PROF.  WARREN  AND  MR.  CALLANDER  TO  SAIL  THE  THIRTEENTH. 

Prof.  Geo.  F.  Warren  and  Mr.  W-  F.  Callander  are  preparing  to  sail 
on  the  Aquitania  September  13  for  England.     They  will  visit  the  countries 
of  western  and  central  Europe,  interview  Government  officials  and  repre- 
sentatives of  Chambers  of  Commerce  and  business  firms  at  the  capitals  and 
principal  ports  of  entry  and  market  centers,  with  a  view  to  ascertaining 
the  present  and  prospective  crop  and  market  situation,  and  especially  to 
become  acquainted  with  sources  of  information  and  arrange  for  the  steady 
flow  of  crop  and  market  information  to  the  department.    They  will  make  it 
a  point  to  visit  commercial  attaches,  consuls  and  other  American  repre- 
sentatives in  order  to  secure  their  cooperation  in  promoting  the  interest 
of  American  agriculture,  especially  with  reference  to  communicating  infor 
mation  of  value  promptly  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  expanding 
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trade  in  American  farm  products.    Messrs,  Warren  and  Callander  are  expected 
to  return  to  the  United  States  in  about  three  months  and  to  he  able  to 
crystallize  out  of  their  observations  and  experience  a  definite  program 
for  conducting  field  work  in  foreign  countries  which  will  supplement  the 
present  work  of  other  representatives  of  the  Government  as  well  as  the 
regular  crop  reporting  service  of  the  International  Institute  of  Agricul- 
ture at  Rome . 

6.     AGRICULTURAL  LEGISLATION. 

This  resume  of  the  legislation,  which  shows  the  present  status  of 
a  number  of  bills  of  interest  to  the  bureau,  has  been  prepared  in  response 
to  requests.    While  not  all  of  the  bills  of  this  sort  that  have  been  intro- 
duced are  discussed,  those  which  seemed  most  important  have  been  included. 

BILLS  WHICH  HAVE  BECOME  LAWS  DURING  PRESENT  SESSION . 

S.-1211,  Providing  for  an  amendment  of  the  Federal  Farm  Loan  Act, 
increasing  the  rate  of  interest  on  farm  loan  bonds  from  5  to  5-1/2  per  cent 
until  June  30,  1923. 

S.-I915,  A  bill  to  amend  the  War  Finance  Corporation  Act,  approved 
April  5 1  1915 »  to  provide  relief  to  producers  and  dealers  in  agricultural 
products,  and  for  other  purposes-    This  Act  provides  a  fund  of  $100,000,000 
from  which  advances  can  be  made  under  certain  conditions  to  producers  and 
dealers  in  agricultural  products  to  enable  them  to  carry  such  products  un- 
til they  can  be  exported. 

S.-108U,  A  bill  to  provide  for  a  National  Budget. 

S.-Con.  Res.  k,  Providing  for  the  creation  of  a  Joint  Commission  on 
Agricultural  Inquiry. 

S.-J.  Res.  72,  For  the  relief  of  States  in  the  cotton  belt  that  have 
given  aid  to  cotton  farmers  forced  from  the  fields  into  other  non-production 
zones  through  efforts  to  eradicate  the  pink  boll  worm. 

S.-J.  Res.  J>0,  Joint  Resolution  to  authorize  the  President  of  the 
United  States  to  appoint  a  representative  of  the  Executive  to  cooperate 
with  the  Joint  Commission  on  Re-organization. 

HR.-632O,  "The  Packer  Bill."    This  bill  places  the  regulation  of  the 
packers  in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  brings  to  a  close 
the  long  drawn  out  controversy  with  regard  to  the  passage  of  legislation 
affecting  the  packing  industry. 

H.R.-5£>76,  Providing  for  the  regulation  of  future  trading  in  grain. 
This  bill  aims  to. prevent  gambling  in  grain  futures  while  permitting  those 
dealings  in  grain  which  are  believed  to  be  legitimate  and  useful,  if  not 
essential,  to  the  maintenance  of  proper  market  conditions,  and  penalizes 
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those  operations  which  are  purely  speculative  and  harmful  in  their  nature. 
A  number  of  other  bills  having  the  same  general  objects  were  introduced 
but  not  passed. 

H.R.-6300,  An  act  making  appropriations  to  supply  deficiencies  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1921.     This  Act  provides  an  appropriation 
of  $5,000  to  cover  the  consolidation  of  the  Addressing,  Duplicating  and 
Mailing  work  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  to  remain  available  during 
the  fiscal  year  1Q22.     It  also  makes  provision  for  $25,000  for  printing 
and  binding  work  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  to  continue  available 
during  the  fiscal  year  I922. 

H.R.-Res.  26,  Extending  the  time  for  the  completion  of  the  investi- 
gation of  the  Joint  Commission  on  Agricultural  Inquiry  and  the  filing  of 
its  report  to  Congress  to  the  first  Monday  in  January,  1922. 

H.R.-3193,  A  bill  to  repeal  and  annul  certain  parts  of  the  charter 
and  lease  granted  to  the  Washington  Market  Company . ****The  Commission, to 
be  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  which  is  to  appraise 
this  property  has  not  as  yet  been  appointed.    After  this  Commission  has 
made  its  award  the  department  will  assume  control  of  Center  Market. 

H.R.-8117,  An  act  to  supply  deficiencies  in  appropriations  for  the 
fiscal  year  1922.     This  Act  provides  an'amount  of  $200,000  for  the  purpose 
of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  "The  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act  1921." 

S.-1S37.  A  bill  making  provision  for  an  additional  Treasury  deposit 
of  $25, 000, 000. for  the  Farm  Loan  Board. 

BILLS  INTRODUCED  BUT  NOT  PASSED . 

H.R.-2373,  A  bill  to  authorize  an  association  of  producers  of  agri- 
cultural products.    This  bill  passed  the  House  and  was  reported  out  of  the 
Committee  on  the  Judiciary  of  the  Senate  with  an  amendment  in  the  nature 
of  a  substitute,  but  was  not  acted  upon  by  the  Senate. 

S.-I3,  Bill  providing  for  the  reclassification  of  civilian  positions 
within  the  District  of  Columbia.     After  some  controversy  in  the  Senate 
over  the  reference  of  this  bill  it  was  decided  to  refer  it,  first,  to  the 
Civil  Service  Committee  and  then  to  the  Committee  on  Appropriations .  No 
action  was  taken  by  the  Senate  on  the  bill.    Several  similar  bills  were 
introduced  but  none  was  passed. 

A  number  of  bills  designed  to  prevent  hoarding  and  deterioration  of 
and  deception  with  respect  to  cold  storage  foods  were  introduced  in  each 
House  but  none  was  passed  by  either  House. 

H.R.-6753.  A  bill  to  establish  and  promote  the  use  of  official  cot- 
ton standards  of  the  United  States  in  interstate  and  foreign  commerce. 
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H.R.-6315,  A  bill  to  amend  section  5  of  the  United  States  Cotton 

Futures  Act . 

H.R.-2238,  A  bill  to  amend  United  States  Cotton  Futures  Act  by  in- 
serting therein  a  new  section,  for  American-Egyptian  cotton  only. 

H.R.-23U1,  A  bill  authorizing  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to 
establish  a  farm  products  exchange. 

H.R.-7735,  A  bill  to  create  an  American  stabilizing  commission  to 
provide  for  stabilizing  prices  of  certain  farm  products. 

H.R.-7102,  A  bill  to  fix  standards  for  hampers,  round  stave  bankets 
and  splint  baskets  for  fruits  and  vegetables . *.***Int.roduced  in  the  He  se 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Coinage,  Weights  and  Measures,  reported  out 
of  that  Committee  but  not  acted  upon  by  the  House. 

7.  COTTON  CONDITION  REPORT  LOWEST  ON  RECORD  ■ 

The  crop  reporting  board  of  the  bureau  of  Markets  and  Crop  Estimates 
estimates  from  the  reports  of  its  correspondents  and  agents  that  the  con- 
dition of  the  cotton  crop  on  Aug.  25  was  hj.jfo  of  a  normal  .forecasting  a 
yield  per  acre  of  about  127  pounds  of  lint  cotton  and  a  total  production 
of  about  7.037IOOO  bales  of  500  pounds ■ gross .    This  is  the  lowest  condition 
report  or.  record  in  the  Division  of  Crop  Estimates.    Boll  weevils  and  the 
unfavorable  weather  conditions  have  been  the  principal  factors  in -reducing 
the  estimate  of  July  25  over  1,000,000  ba].es.    The  condition  of  the  Texas 
crop  was  reported  as  h2$>  with  the  indication  of  a  production  of  about 
1,93^iOOO  bales.     The  production  in  Texas  in  I92O  was  approximately  ^,3^55- 
000  bales.    The  condition  for  Georgia,  one  of  the  leading  cotton  producing 
states, was  estimated  at  Ul$  and  the  production  forecast  placed  at  827,000 
bales.    The  production  in  that  State  last  year  was  i,Ul5,000  bales. 

The  total  cotton  acreage  this  year  in  the  United  States  is  placed 
at  26,519,000  acres  as  compared  with  about  35,50^,000  last  year.  This 
country  normally  produces  about  12,700,000  bales.     The  yield  per  acre  in 
the  United  States  is  approximately  l60  pounds  of  lint  cotton  to  the  acre. 
The  Egyptian  acreage  this  year  is  estimated  at  1,335.055  acres.    The  yield 
per  acre  in  that  country  is  about  3^5  pounds  of  lint  cotton  to  the  ar  , 
The  Indian  acreage  this  year  is  placed  at  21,016,000  acres.    The  average 
yield  in  that  country  is  low, approximating  about  85  pounds  of  lint  cotton 
to  the  acre.    Recent  information  would  indicate  that  both  the  Egyptian  and 
Indian  production  of  cotton  for  the  season  1921-22  will  also  be  below  the 
normal  production  for  these  two  countries. 

8.  MR.  YWK  ANDREWS  IN  CHARGE  OF  FOREIGN  MARKETS. 

Upon  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Montgomery  to  accept  a  position  in  the 
Department  of  Commerce,  Mr.  Frank  Andrews,  Chief  of  the  Division  of  Crop 
Records  in  the  former  Bureau  of  Crop  Estimates,  was  placed  in  charge  of 
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the  foreign  section.     The  combination  of  the  two  forces  in  the  bureau 
working  upon  foreign  crop  statistics'  will  have  several  advantages,  in- 
cluding the  elimination  of  some  duplication  and  enabling  the  combined 
force  to  handle  the  increasing  volume  of  work  more  effectively.  • 

9.  VIRGINIA  TOBACCO  TO  BE  STUDIED.      ?  ■ 

Mr.  F.  B.  Wilkinson,  of  the  Warehouse  Division,  left  last  Friday 
for  Virginia  to.  confer  with  State  officials  for  the  purpose  of  making 
arrangements  for  cooperative  investigations  of  tobacco  grades.     Three  im- 
portant types  of  tobacco  are  raised  in  Virginia,  these  being  flue-cured, 
dark-fired  and  air-cured.    The  Virginia  Experiment  Station  has  three  men 
conducting  investigations  in  tobacco  and  in  addition  some  tobacco  investi- 
gations are  being  carried  on  under  a  joint  agreement  between  the  Bureau 
of  Plant  Industry  and  the  Virginia  Experiment  Station.'    It  is  hoped  that 
cooperative  arrangements  can  be  made  whereby  these  investigators,  can 
devote  a  part  of  their  time  to  the  standardization  of  tobacco. 

10.  HANDLING-  CORRESPONDENCE  FROM  THE  OFFICE  OF  THE  SECRETARY . 

Heretofore  the  rule  in  this  bureau  has  been  that  when  letters  are 
received  from  the  office  of  the  Secretary,  to  which  replies  are  to  be 
prepared,  they  shall  receive  attention  -within  three  days.    This  limit  has 
not  been  observed  as  it  should  have  been  and  generally  such  letters  have 
had  to  be  followed  up.    This  rule  has  been  changed  effective  with  the 
publication  of  this  issue  of  the  Bureau  News,  to  reduce  the  time  limit  for 
the  preparation  of  such  replies,  and  their  return  to  the  Section  of  Mails 
and  Files,  to  2k  hours.    The  Section  of  Mails  and  Files  will  follow  up  at 
once  any  such  letters  so  referred,  replies  to  which  are  delayed  beyond 
2^  hours  and  in  case  of  repeated  delays  on  the  part  of  any  one  section  or 
division,  will  make  report  to  the  administrative  officers  of  the  bureau. 
The  importance  of  prompt  action  on  such  correspondence  cannot  be  over 
stated. 

11.  ADDRESSING-  AND  DUPLICATING  WORK  OF  DEPARTMENT  MERGED. 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  approved  the  organization  of  a 
centralized  section  to  handle  the  addressing  and  duplicating  and  other 
related  lines  of  work  for  the  entire  department.    This  section  will  be 
located  in  the  Division  of  Publications.     It  mil  consist  of  the  unit  at 
present  included  in  the  Division  of  Publications  and  of  employees  and  ap- 
paratus transferred  from  other  bureaus.    The  Addressing  and  Duplicating 
Section  of  the  Bureau  of  Markets  and  Crop  Estimates  is  to  be  transferred 
in  to  to-  employees,  apparatus  and  stock  supplies. 

Mr.  R.  V.  Bailey  has  been  authorized  by  the  Secretary  to  have  "harge 
of  all  that  pertains  to  the  organization  and  establishment  of  this  ne  -  unit 
and  its  operation  until  it  is  working  smoothly.    Mr.  C.  E.  Bracey  will  be 
in  charge  of  this  centralized  section  and  Mr.  H.  E.  Burton,  at  present  in 
charge  of  the  Addressing  and  Duplicating  Section  of  the  Bureau  of  Markets 
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and  Crop  Estimates.,  vjri.ll  be  responsible  for  all  of  the,  work  of  the  . 
machine  operators  .and  the  machines.  ki 

The  new  section  will  he  located  on  the  third,  fourth  and  fifth  • 
floors  of  the  building  at  220  Linwcrth  Place,  S.W.,  including  the-sjice 
now  occupied  by  the  Addressing  and  Duplicating  Section  of  the  Bureau  of 
Markets  and  Crop  Estimates  and  that  vacated  by  the  Property  Clerk  of  th£ 
bureau.  Tt  is  expected  that  the  centralisation  of  this  work  'will  e.L.-ct 
large  economies  and  greatly  increase  the  efficiency  of  this  service  for 
'the  department  as  a  whole.  '  <

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1.     GRADUATE  STUDY. 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  announced  the  plan  for  graduate 
study  which  the  department  proposes  to  establish  this  fall.    The  purpose 
of  this  unofficial  system  of  advanced  instruction  is  to  enlarge  and  im- 
prove the  service  rendered  by  the  department  by  affording  an  opportunity 
to  those  who  wish  to  fit  themselves  for  greater  usefulness  through  better 
training  and  increased  knowledge . 

Any  one  in  the  service  of  the  department  is  eligible  to  take  these 
courses,  provided  he  is  adequately  prepared  to  do  so.    While  several 
courses  will  be  offered  it  is  thought  that  one  graduate  course  a  year 
generally  will  be  as  much  as  can  be  carried  by  each  student. 

It  is  proposed  to  offer  two  distinct  kinds  of  work,  namely;  lec- 
ture and  drill  courses  and  intensive  graduate  training  in  special  topics, 
largely  involving  research  work,  under  competent  supervision. 

The  general  or  fundamental  courses  to  be  offered  this  year  include 
biological  chemistry,  plant  pathology,  statistical  methods,  genetics  and 
agricultural  economics.  (The  first  half  year  at  least  of  the  latter  course 
will  be  given  by  Dr.  H.  C.  Taylor.) 


The  advanced  or  graduate  courses  include  physics  of  the  air,  mathe- 
matical statistics,  economic  entomology,  soil  physics,  advanced  agricul- 
tural economics,  plsStot  genetics,  plane  physiology,  animal  genetics  and 
plant  cytology.     In  the  advanced  course  in  agricultural  economics  special 
attention  will  be  concentrated  each  semester  on  a  single  important  divi- 
sion of  the  subject  such  as  prices,  marketing  and  other  subjects. 

A  more  detailed  statement  of  the  courses  to  be  offered  and  a  tenta- 
tive application  for  instruction  are  being  distributed  to  all  the  tech- 
nical employees  of  the  bureau  and  the  tentative  aiDpli cations  should  be 
returned  promptly  to  the  office  of  the  Assistant  Secretary  so  that  the 
committee  in  charge  may  be  able  to  estimate  the  probable  demand  for  the 
various  courses. 
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2.     BRANCH  OFFICE  FOR  SEED  LOANS. 

In  connection  with  the  collection  of  the  lU,000  seed  grain  loans 
made  in  the  Northwest  last,  spring,  a  "branch  office  will  be  established 
early  in  September  at  Grand  Forks,  N.  D.    Mr.  Theodosius  Wade  of  the 
Division  of  Cooperative  Relations  will  organise  an  office  and  supervise 
this  work  until  early  in  November.    Miss  Grace  Wanstall  of  the  same  office 
will  accompany  Mr.  Wade  and  help  organize  the  clerical  and  record  work  of 
the  branch  office.    The  first  work  of  the  new  office  will  be  to  prepare 
from  the  card  records,  county  lists  of  borrowers,  addresses,  numbers, 
dates  and  amounts  of  their  loans  and  supply  a  copy  to  each  of  the  grain 
elevators  in  the  county  so  that  when  farmers  sell  their  grain  to  the  ele- 
vators an  amount  sufficient  to  cover  principal  and  interest  of  the  seed 
loan  can  be  withheld  and  forwarded  to  the  branch  office  at  Grand  Forks  or 
to  the  Disbursing  Office  of  the  Department  at  Washington. 

3-    MARKET  NEWS  FROM  NEW  YORE  CITY. 

The  mailing  lists  of  the  Rochester  office  of  the  Fruit  and  Vege- 
table Division  will  be  served  this  year  from  the  New  York  office  and  only 
a  limited  service  will  be  maintained  at  Rochester.    This  is  because  of 
the  shortage  of  funds  and  because  the  crops  in  western  New  York  are  light. 
The  reports  to  be  mailed  from  New  York  will  cover  Rochester  f  .o.b.  data 
and  complete  information  on  the  crops  being  covered.    They  will  reach  the 
subscribers  early  on  the  day  after  they  are  mailed.    Before  making  this 
change  in  plan,  the  mailing  list  of  the  Rochester  office  was  circularized 
to  find  what  sort  of  service  would  be  best  this  season  and  the  majority 
of  replies  indicated  that  bulletins  mailed  from  New  York  would  be  as  ac- 
ceptable as  those  from  Rochester . 

Mr.  L.  A.  Dellwig  will  be  in  charge  of  the  work  at  Rochester  and 
will  be  stationed  there  until  Spring.    He  will  secure  f.o.b.  prices  on 
apples,  cabbage  and  potatoes  and  will  release  limited  market  reports  by 
telephone  or  through  the  newspapers.    In  addition  to  local  information  he 
will  receive  f.o.b.  information  from  other  producing  sections  through  the 
New  York  office  as  well  as  shipment  reports  from  a  few  leading  markets. 

k  .    MISSOURI  WATERMELONS . 

A  half-mi  11  ion-dollar  cash  crop  of  watermelons  is  grown  annually 
in  two  counties  of  Southeastern  Missouri  which  were  recently  considered 
swamp  counties.    By  clearing  and  draining  these  lands  a  sandy  soil  is  ob- 
tained which,  with  abundant  moisture  and  hot  weather  is  making  the  section 
known  throughout  the  country  for  its  wa-termelons .     The  district  centers 
around  Kennett  where  a  representative  of  the  bureau  is  stationed  each 
year.    The  season  extends  approximately  from  July  25  to  August  3^f  which 
about  bridges  the  gap  between  heavy  Southern  shipments  and  the  heavy  yield 
further  North.     At  this  period  Missouri  becomes  temporarily  the  most  im- 
portant shipping  district  of  the  country  and  attracts  wide  attention. 
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5-    BOX  CAR  VEI?IThATION. 

That  unventilated  box  cars  are  suitable  for  transporting  perish- 
ables only  during  periods  of  cool  weather,  is  the  conclusion  stated  by- 
Mr.  V.  G.  Gibson  and  Mr.  Herbert  Graff  in  a  report  summarizing  a  test 
conducted  by  the  Office  of  Preservation  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables  in 
October  I92O.    The  purpose  of  the  test  was  to  decide  whether  box  cars 
could  net  sometimes  be  used  as  a  means  of  conserving  refrigerator  equip- 
ment for  the  more  critical  periods,  but-  it  was  found  that  the  protection 
afforded  by  the  ordinary  box  car  was  practically  negligible. 

Five  cars  loaded  with  fruit  left  Wenatchee,  Washington,  October  IS 
and  reached  St.  Paul,  Minnesota,  on  the  afternoon  of  October  25.    Two  of 
these  were  check  cars,  one  being  a  refrigerator  car  under  standard  venti- 
lation and  the  other  a  box  car  with  no  ventilation.    Tests  were  made  in 
each  of  the  five  cars  to  determine  the  velocity  and  direction  of  the  air 
movement  and  records  of  fruit  temperatures  were  taken  while  in  transit. 
Car  "A"  was  the  standard  refrigerator  car  and  car  "E"  was  the  unventilated 
box  car.    Car  "B"  was  a  box  car  provided  with  openings  in  both  ends  of  the 
car.    Car  "C"  was  a  box  car  ventilated  by  opening  the  south  door  six  to 
eight  inches.     Car  "C  was  a  box  car  ventilated  by  opening  the  north  doer, 
and  placing  a  six  inch  baffle,  to  scoop  in  the  air,  on  the  edge  of  the 
doer,  at  an  angle  of  45  degrees. 

Temperature  records  were  taken  by  means  of  electrical  resistance 
thermometers  and  fruit  and  air  temperatures  were  obtained  at  12  different 
points  in  the  car.     The  velocity  and  direction  of  the  air  currents  in  the 
cars  were  studied. by  means  of  smoke  tests.     It  was  found  that  when  the 
wind  was  blowing  from  directly  ahead  the  movement  of  the  air  within  the 
car  was  from  front  to  rear  and  quite  rapid,  but  with  the  wind  from  any 
other  direction  the  movement  within  the  car  was  from  the  rear  to  the  front 
and  much  slower.     In  a  refrigerator  car,  the  greater  volume  of  the  air 
moves  over  the  top  of  the  load  though  there  is  some  movement  beneath  the 
floor  rack.    In  a  box  car  provided  with  end  vents  the  movement  of  air 
within  the  car  is  from  the  rear  to  the  front  regardless  of  the  direction 
or  the  velocity  of  the  outside  wind.     The  air  circulation  is  weak  and  slug- 
gish and  the  activity  of  the  air  is  increased  so  slightly  by  cutting  the 
end  vents,  that  the  practice  does  not  seem  justified.    The  car  which  was 
ventilated  by  opening  the  south  door  about  eight  inches  showed  a  circula- 
tion of  air  confined  mostly  to  the  space  occupied  by  the  bracing.  The 
benefits  derived  from  the  use  of  the  baffle  were  found  to  be  so  slight  as 
to  be  negligible.     Practically  the  same  results  were  observed  there  as  in 
the  car  not  so  equipped.    The  most  practical  means  of  ventilating  box  cars 
was  found  to  be  opening  both  side  doors  about  eight  inches. 

6  •     THE  MARKET  REPORTER  TBAPPSRS  REQUESTED .

quested  that  these  wrappers  he  returned  with  the  time  and  date  of  receipt 
indicated. 

7  .     MO  I  STORE  TESTS  MADE  IN  PACIFIC  NORTHWEST. 

Because  of  the  abnormal  quantity  of  moisture  in  the  wheat  grown 
in  the  Pacific  Northwest  during  the  crop  year,  July  1920-21,  the  Portland 
office  of  the  Grain  Division  tested  1737  samples  during  that  period.  This 
was  in  order  to  have  a  fair  average  of  the  year's  crop.    The  minimum  mois- 
ture content  for  that  year  was  found  to  be  oMfi,  the  maximum  23«5p-  ^3 
average  moisture  content  was  approximately  12,5$-  average  on  100 

tests  made  on  samples  drawn  from  this  year's  crop  shows  an  average  of  ap- 
proximately 8.5$,  a  minimum  of  5-6$,  and  a  maximum  of  12.2$.    The  Port- 
land office  reports  that  this  year's  wheat  is  more  nearly  normal  as  to 
moisture  content  than  last  year's. 

A  report  on  studies  in  change  in  moisture,  weight  per  bushel,  and 
total  weight  of  certain  commercial  lots  of  wheat  stored  on  various  Port- 
land docks  during  the  crop  years  1917  and  1918  has  been  made  by  Mr.  EL  L. 
Baldwin  of  the  same  office.     The  general  conclusions  show  that  wheat 
stored  at  Portland  during  the  winter  months  will  take  on  moisture  and  with 
increase  in  moisture  content  will  gain  in  weight  but  will  lose  slightly 
in  test  weight  per  bushel.    The  general  tendency  of  grain  during  time  of 
storage  has  been  found  to  be  towards  increase  in  moisture  content.  But 
the  change  in  moisture  as  determined  in  the  investigations  would  indicate 
a  considerably  larger  increase  in  weight  than  was  actually  found.  The 
average  of  87  lots  of  wheat  from  both  the  1917  and  the  191S  crops  shows  a 
gain  of  1.6$  in  moisture,  .1  pound  loss  in  test  weight,  and  720.9  pounds 
gain  in  weight  on  the  lots.     The  average  time  of  storage  was  6.2  months. 
On  lUg  lots  of  wheat  stored  on  an  average  of  6.5  months  there  was  a  loss 
of  .1  pound  in  test  weight  and  a  total  gain  in  weight  of  807  pounds.  Mr. 
Baldwin's  report  points  out  that  the  results  would  lead  one  to  believe 
that  there  is  practically  tbo  same  amount  of  change  due  to  absorption  of 
moisture  by  wheat  whether  stored  at  Portland  or  at  country  points. 

EFFICIENCY 

8 .     SILVER  SAIVAC-ING-  DEVICE  BEIJIG  TESTES. 

While  attending  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Photographers'  Associa- 
tion of  America  at  Buffalo,  N.  Y.  ,  during  July,  Mr.  H.  C.  1711  cox,  in 
charge  of  the  photographic  section  of  the  bureau,  saw  a  demonstration  of 
a  recent  invention  which  is  known  as  a  "silver  recovery  unit".     The  unit 
is  designed  to  recover  at  minirmrm  expense  all  waste  silver  washed  from 
photographs  in  the  development  process. 
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Heretofore,  the  recovery  of  metallic  silver  from  the  sediment  in 
exhausted  acid  fixing  "baths  has  "been  an  expensive  process  due  to  the 
amount  of  time  and  labor  involved  in  reclaiming  it. 

The  "silver  recovery  -unit" ,  manufactured  by  a  firm  with-  hea&anarters 
at  Cleveland,  Ohio,  is  about  2x4x3  inches,  and  is  similar  in  construc- 
tion to  a  galvanic  battery.    It  is  composed  of  metallic  plates  which  are 
insulated  and  have  the  working  principle  of  electro  plating. 

•  -.  -  .The  unit  is  placed  in  .the  working  fixing  bath  and  as  the  wa^te 
silver  accumulates  in  the  bath  it.  "grows"  to  the  unit/    Nothing  but  the 
minute  tree-like  crystalline  growths  of  silver  will  attach  themsel-.-  es  to 
the  unit,  and  care  •  should.. bs  exercised  to  prevent  these  .growths  from  "being 
disturbed  or  damaged  before  the  spongy  deposit  has  had"' sufficient  time  to 
cohere  and  solidify. 

These  units  are  capable  of  recovering  from  two  and  one-half  to  four 
pounds  of  silver  during  a  period  which  averages  from  two  to  four  months, 
depending  upon  the  richness  of  the  bath.    Of  course,  the  richer  the  bath, 
the  more  rapid  the  recovery.  '         #  .  , 

When  the  units  are  "loaded"  with  silver  they  are  sent  to  the  com- 
pany which  will  remove  the  silver  deposit,,  returning  40$  to  the  sender, 
and  in  addition  the  company  will  replace  the  unit.    It  is,  of  course, 
necessary  to  purchase  the  original  unit,  but  all  replacements  are  made 
free  of  charge. 

At  the  present  time,  the  photographic  laboratory  of  the  bureau  is 
experimenting  with  one  of  the  units,  and  if  it  proves  to  be  as  claimed, 
the  bureau  will  be  glad  to  recommend  its  use  to  photographic  laboratories 
of  the  Government  service.

It  has  been  the  custom  in  the  Bureau  of  Markets  when  preparing 
questionnaires  and  forms  to  use  the  initials  of  the  Division  as" a  part  of 
the  form  number  as,  MI -4 7,  which  identifies  that  particular  form  as  No.  kf 
of  the  Division  of  Market  Information;  HF3-S-25,  indicates  that  the  form 
was  issued  from  the  Hay  ,  Feed.  &  Seed  Division.   'This  lettering  of  all  forms 
has  made  immediate  identification"  possible  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  svstem 
will  be  followed  by  all  projects  and  divisions  in  the  consolidated  bureau.

1 .  ESTIMATES  APPROVED  BY  SECRETARY.  . 

The  estimates  for  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  for  the 
fiscal  year  1923,  as  finally  passed  upon  by  the  Secretary,  carried  an 
amount  of  $3 ,620,960,  which  represents-  an  increase  of  between  five  and 
six  per  cent  over  the  combined  appropriations  of  the  Office  of  Farm 
Management  and  Farm  Economics  and  the  Bureau  of  Markets  and  Crop  Esti- 
mates for  the  current  year.    The  additional  funds  will  be  used  prin- 
cipally in  further  developing  the  live  stock  reporting  system,  in  the 
administration  of  the  United  States  Warehouse  Act,  and  in  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  Cotton  Futures  and  Grain- Standards  Acts, 

2.  WORK  OF J CONSOLIDATION  BEGUN. 

In  the  interest  of  economy,  certain  work  dealing  with  the  ad- 
ministrative operation  of  the  Office  of  Farm  Management  and  Farm 
Economics  has  been  merged  with  the  activities  of  the  Bureau  of  Markets 
and  Crop  Estimates. 

The  personnel  work  is  now  being  carried  on  under  the  direction 
of  Mr .  Krueger .  '  '  '•  ' ' 

■  • 

The  supplies  and  property  records  of  -the  Office  of  Farm  Manage- 
ment and  Farm  Economics  have- been  taken,  over  by  Mr.  Pevare  and  hereafter 
stock  for  that  office. will  be  issued  by  him.  ■ 

Until  complete  arrangements  have  been  made  for  putting  into  ef- 
fect the  consolidation  in  the  Division  of  Publications  of  the  mimeo- 
graphing and  multi graphing  work  of  the  .department,  the  duplicating  sec- 
tion of  Markets  and  Crop  Estimates  will  handle  all  such  work  for  the 
Office  of  Farm  Management  and  Farm  Economics. 

The  char  force  of  both  organizations  is  being  directed  by  Mrs. 
Boyne  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Buvall,.who  also  takes  care  of  the 
necessary  trucking  service. 

3.  BUREAU  WAREHOUSE  AT  ALEXANDRIA  BURNED. 

The  warehouse  at  Alexandria,  Va.  ,  which  .was  rented  by  this  bureau, 
was  destroyed  by  fire  Saturday  night,  September.  10-.    There  were  stored 
in  the  warehouse  117  bales  of  cotton,  which  were  to  be  used  in  making  up 
the  official  cotton  standards  of  the' United' States,  and  some  reserve 
furniture,  nearly  all  of  which  was  completely  destroyed.    It  is  estimated 
that  the  property  loss  to  this  bureau  will  amount  to  about  $8,000.  At 
the  time  of  this  fire,  two  other  fires  raged  in  Alexandria,  taxing  to 
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from  the  fire  boat  of  Washington.    It  is  generally  thought  that  the  fire 
was  of"  incendiary  origin. 

k.    MR.  BRAND  VISITED  BUREAU.

Dr.  Taylor  was  very  glad  to  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  discuss  pertinent  questions  with  Mr.  Brand  and  to  ascertain  the 
viewpoint  and  secure  the  advice  of  the  organizer  and  former  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Markets.    Because  of  his  close  association  with  the  inauguration 
of  a  number  of  the  important  lines  of  work  of  the  bureau,  Mr.  Brand  is  in 
a  position  to  offer  very  helpful  suggestions  in  the  solution  of  many  of 
the  problems  encountered. 

5-    COOPERATION  WITH  WAR  FINANCE  CORPORATION. 

In  accordance  with  an  agreement  entered  into  by  this  "bureau  and 
the  War  Finance  Corporation,  the  services  of  Mr.  George  Butterworth, 
Specialist  in  Cotton  Classing,  have  been  assigned  to  that  Corporation 
until  November  30.    Mr.  Butterworth  left  last  week  for  Phoenix,  Arizona, 
where  he  will  be  engaged  in  supervising  the  classing  of  all  cotton  sub- 
mitted by  the  Arizona  Pima  Cotton  Growers  as  security  for  an  advance  of 
funds  from  the  Corporation.    Mr.  Butterworth  has  been  granted  a  furlough 
from  this  bureau  and  during  the  period  of  his  furlough  his  salary  and 
traveling  expenses  will  be  taken  care  of  by  the  War  Finance  Corporation. 

6.    CHICAGO  ABOLISHES  "PUTS  AND  CALLS8. 


The  Chicago  Board  of  Trade,  by  a  vote  of  5^5  to  Ul,  adopted  an 
amendment  to  its  rules  providing  for  discontinuing  dealing  in  indemnity 
contracts,  effective  October  1.    This  action  of  the  Board  ?nas  taken  in 
response  to  requests  of  President  Joseph  P.  Griffin  and  other  officers 
to  cooperate  with  the  Federal  authorities  in  the  enforcement  of  the  Grain 
Future  Trading  Act. 

7.    RESTRICTION  OF  EXPENDITURES  DURING  MONTH  OF  JUNE. 

Circular  No.  28  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget,  dated  September  1  and 
addressed  to  the  heads  of  departments,  requests  a  report  as  to  purchases 
and  contracts  drawn  during  June,  1921,  with  conclusions  as  to  whether 
such  contracts  and  purchases  in  the  last  month  of  the  fiscal  year  -vere 
justified. 

The  policy  upon  which  this  memorandum  is  based  should  be  borne  in 
mind  by  each  officer  or  employe  of  the  Bureau  of  Markets  and  Crop  Esti- 
mates and  the  Office  of  Farm  Management  and  Farm  Economics  who  is  con- 
cerned in  any  way  with  the  requesting  or  execution  of  purchase  orders  or 
contracts.    Tnis  policy  is  to  prevent  the  practice  of  making  large  ex- 
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penditures  in  the  last  month  of  the  fiscal  year  for  services,  material  or 
supplies  which  can  not  he  used  during  that  month  in  order  to  prevent  the 
return  to  the  United  States  Treasury  of  appropriated  funis. 

It  should  he  borne  in  mind  by  all  that  no  contracts  or  purchase 
orders  should  he  drawn  during  the  month  of  June,  39^2,  nor  during  June  of 
any  year  thereafter,  for  services  or  supplies  which  will  not  be  completed, 
delivered,  and  used  at  least  in  part  during  that  month.    The  closest  ad- 
ministrative scrutiny  will  be  given  during  June  to  every  request  for  con- 
tracts or  purchase  orders  of  any  kind. 

g.    MILEAGE  REPORTS  ON  AUTOMOBILE  TIRES  PURCHASED  UNDER  CONTRACT. 

Notice  has  been  received  from  "the  Department  of  Agriculture  repre- 
sentative on  the  General  Supply  C  that  a  mileage  record  he  kept 
of  all  tires  and  tubes  purchased  under  items  Nos.  and  17&02  of  the 
general  schedule  of  supplies.    The,  necessary  records  should  be  kept  in 
all  branch  offices  operating  passenger  carrying  automobiles  or  trucks. 
These  records  should  he  kept  in  such  a  way  that  an  accurate  report  as  to 
the  mileage  of  tires  and  tubes  can  be  sent  in  to  the  administrative  of- 
fices in  Washington  at  the  Expiration  of  the  life  of  each  tire  and  tube. 

9.  MONEY  FOR  GRAIN  ACCOUNT  TURNED  IN  TO  TREASURY. 

During  the  fiscal  years  1918  to  1921  inclusive,  $51,607.15,  repre- 
senting fees  for  appeals  an.d  disputes  under  the  Grain  Standards  Act,  were 
turned  in  to  the  Treasury  as  miscellaneous  receipts.    In  addition  to  this 
sum,  $27,629.3^  were  received  from  the  sales  of  accumulated  grain  samples, 
making  a  total  of  $79,236:^9  turned  in  to  the  Treasury  from  the  Grain 
Division. 

10.  WESTERN  NEBRASKA  POTATO  NEWS  SERVICE . 

The  temporary  field  station  which  was  opened  at  Alliance,  Nebraska, 
August  25  is  among  the  first  marketing  field  stations  established  to  as- 
sist producers  and  others  in  marketing  the  potato  crop  of  ws stern  Nebraska. 
The  office  will  operate  during  the  heavy  shipping  season  or  until  about 
November  15 .    During  this  period  daily,  reports  will  be  issued  showing 
primary  destinations,  shipments  for  the  United  States  by  States,  shipping- 
point  conditions  and  prices  in  the  six  important  producing  sections,  and 
carlot  quotations  at  Kansas  City,  St.  Louis,  Chicago  and  Omaha.  Mr. 
Olnton  D.  Miller  is  in  charge  of  the  station. 

11.  COOPERATIVE  COUNCIL  FORMED  IN  OREGON. 

To  promote  the  success  of  the  cooperative  movement  in  the  State  of 
Oregon,  there  was  formed  during  the  recent  annual  Farmers'  Week  at  the 
Agricultural  College  at  Corvallis,  a  council  to  be  known  as  the  Oregon 
Cooperative  Council.    The  Directors  of  the  Bureau  of  Markets  and  the  Ex- 
tension Service,  the  President  of  the  State  Farm  Bureau  Federation, 
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Master  of  the  State  Grange,  President  of  the  State  Farmers'  Union  and  a 
representative  of  each  of  the  state-wide  commodity  cooperative  associa- 
tions are  among  the  members  of  the  new  organization.

12.  HEW  CALCULATING  MACHINE . 

The  Division  of  Market  Statistics  has  -on  trial  a  "MADAS"  calcu- 
lating machine  which  is  claimed  to  be  the  last  word  in  calculating  ap- 
paratus.   The  Madas,  which  is  manufactured  by  the  same  concern  which  pro 
duces  the  Millionaire  calculating  machine,  takes  its  name  from  the  first 
letter  of  the  acrostic 

Multiplication 

Automatic 

Division 

Addition 

Subtraction. 

While  the  machine  will  add,  subtract  and  multiply,  its  novel 
feature  is  automatic  division.     In  this  work  the  operator  places  the 
dividend  and  the  divisor  on  the  machine  in  the  same  manner  as  on  other 
calculating  machines  and  then  turns  the  crank  until  the  desired  result 
is  obtained  in  the  quotient,  the  carriage  containing  the  dividend  moving 
along,  place  by  place,  automatically  as  the  figures  of  the  quotient  are 
reached  and  recorded. 

At  the  present  time,  the  Division  of  Market  Statistics  is  using 
the  machine  for  the  determination  of  the  daily  average  price  per  bushel 
of  reported  sales  of  the  different  grains  at  leading  markets .    Quick  and 
accurate  results  are  being  obtained  with  the  aid  of  this  new  calculator.

1^.        MR.  CARLOS  A.  VALLEJO ,  Commercial  Attache  of  the  Argentine  Em- 
bassy, called  at  the  bureau  last  week,  and  visited  the  Divisions  of  Live- 
stock, Meats  and  Wool,  Grain,  Cotton,  and  Fr tilts  and  Vegetables.  Mr. 
Vallejo  is  primarily  interested  in  standardise t: on ,  and  arrangements  may 
be  made  by  him  for  the  purchase  of  the  official  cotton  standards,  the 
tentative  wool  grades  and  transparencies  of  the  tentative  livestock  and 
meat  grades,  to  be  sent  to  Argentina  for  educational  purposes.     In  the 
Grain  Division,  he  arranged  to  have  type  trays  made  showing  the  differ- 
ent types  of  grain  and  different  features  embodied  in  the  Federal  grades 
for  grain. 

15.  THE  PEOPLES'  WAREHOUSE  AT  BLAKELY,  GEORGIA,  a  warehouse  licensed 
under  the  U-  S.  Warehouse  Act,  was  destroyed  by  fire  the  night  of  Sep- 
tember 6.    Approximately  2,000  bales  of  cotton  were  burned,  about  one- 
half  of  which  was  insured.    Mr.  J.  P.  Joines,  an  inspector  of  the  Atlanta 
office  of  the  Warehouse  Division,  proceeded  to  Blakely  on  September  11 
for  the  purpose  of  checking  the  warehouse  records.

The  bulletin  is  the  result  of  studies  conducted  by  Mr.  Charles  P.  Cres- 
well,  formerly  of  this  bureau,  and  Mr ,  --Qect&ge-  L.  Bidwell  of  the  Bureau 
of  Chemistry. 

20.  A  NEW  HIGH  MARK  FOR  GRAIN  ^RECEIPTS  at  Milwaukee  was  established 
during  the  month  of  August.     The  "previous  record  which  was  made  during 
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September  1916  when  receipts  totalled  7,353  cars  was  exceeded  by  about 
fifteen  per  cent. 

21.  THE  ATUSDA  CLUB  gave  a  farewell  luncheon  on  Tuesday,  September  13, 
in  honor  of  Dr.  William  M.  McKellar,  the  President  of  the  Club.  Dr.
